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Anyone for reorganization - again? 


A s Labour's local government worthies lim- 
bered up for the coming local and nation- 
al elections at Portsmouth last weekend 
(page 6), there was still a good deal of 
uncertainty about what will be offered to Che 
electors. In its present mood, the Labour party is 
prepared to consider anything, no matter how 
sweeping, provided it overturns what the Tories 
have done and has a radical tinge to it. The 
- Portsmouth conference did not shirk its duty, but 
laboured under the obvious difficulty of having no 
ITrm proposals to gel its teeth into: alt it had was 
a lengthy leak in The Guardian of a policy draft 
which was still being knocked into shape by the 
local government sub-committee of the Labour 
party’s national executive committee. 

What Is clear (s that both Labour and the 
Social Democrats are likely to enter the next 
election with important proposals for local gov- 
ernment. The SDP still have to decide what they 
are prepared to commit themselves to. The par- 
ty's education proposals are based on the assump- 
tion that Conservative controls on local govern- 1 
men! finance are going to be relaxed, and though I 
they assume a more active, policy-making DES. * 
they arc intended also to reassure those who want 
to strengthen local government. For those outside 1 
the SDP this looks a bit like facing both ways 
but, always supposing they can lubricate the sys- 1 
(cm with increased public spending, the coniradic- , 
lions might prove to be more apparent than real. 

Labour, on the other hand, are toying with 
much more radical ideas; nothing less, in fact, 
than another full-scale reorganization. If the draft 
document carries the day it would substitute for 
I the present system a two-tier structure consisting 
of a small number oF large regional authorities 
and 300-400 most-purpose district authorities. 
The regional bodies would deal with water, eco- 
nomic planning, transport. and perhaps, even, the 
health service. The district authorities might' vary 
in size from the big cities like Birmingham, 
Sheffield and Manchester (and* those like Leices- 
ter and Portsmouth which used to be county 1 
boroughs before the last reorganization); ,to some 
.quite small towns. and rural districts. These dis - j 
trie! authorities of widely different size and char-, 
acter would have charge of education and most | 


of the other services. 

From the educational point of view, some of 
the proposed l.e.a.s under such a scheme as this 
would be very small indeed. Labour’s draft 
appears to regard this as of no consequence, 
presumably setting the value of intimacy above 
that of efficiency. 

This is at odds with most of the advice they 
would get from the DES or from the existing 
l.e.a.s or from most academic local government 
"experts", but tt is, of course, argued that such 
people are so committed to the present set-up as 
, to be unable to stand back and look at it afresh. 

I It would undoubtedly raise important questions 
< for further education, and having regard to the 
I importance of 16-19 in Labour's education prop- 
osals, there would obviously be important ques- 
tions to ask and answer on that score; at first 
sight, a fragmented system of local education 
administration doesn’t look a sound basis on 
which to erect Labour's ambitious tertiary plans 
which will undoubtedly need larger planning areas 
than seem to be envisaged here. 

There is, however, a surrealist touch to all this: I 
who, in heaven's name, can view with any degree, 
of equanimity the prospect of yet another bout of | 
wholesale local government reorganization? Hav- 
ing experienced the trauma of Mr Peter Walker’s 
efforts, who could advocate another go? Cutting. 
160 authorities down to 104 was a wastefoliy 
expensive business, involving a huge bill for re- 
dundancy and, initially at least, high administra- 
tion costs. To replace the present l.e.a.s with 
300-400 new ones would lead to yet another* 
bureaucratic explosion. In electoral terms it. 
sounds like a dead duck. 

it may be, of course, that Labour’s urge to 
abolish the counties is just political counterpoint 
•to the. Conservatives’ threats against the GLC. It. 
Is dbplorable how much of the present discussion 
, seems to arise from gut political feelings. The 
.same seems to be true of local authority finance, 
where the Conservatives’ annual tinkering has 
- been •. inspired by attempts to clobber Labour 
• "overspenders" and the Labour local government 
discussion hinges on a search for a way of giving 
a Labour government the power to force recalcit- 
rant Tory authorities to spend up to specified- 


limits, if (his could be done without taking away 
discretion from the free-spending Labour cities. 
Mr Kinnock's argument for national minimum 
standards seems to have won the day. 

The fact is, of course, that everybody knows 
(and only party fanatics refuse to admit) that in 
office, a Labour chancellor is far more likely to 
be worried about over-spending than underspend- 
ing, and it is only the irresponsibility of opposi- 
tion which blinds party leaders to this fact. 

The Conservatives also have their plans for 
local government: specifically these may emerge 
in the execution of the proposed attack on the 
metropolitan counties; more indirectly they are 
implicit in suggestions of a full-blooded voucher 
scheme. Ironically, while Labour threatens to 
damage education by reorganizing local govern- 
ment, the Tories envisage the evisceration of local 
government by reorganizing education, the logic 
of the voucher being the end of education as a 
local government service. Of course, as with 
Labour’s wilder fantasies, so with the Conserva- 
tives': there is a long way to go to turn farce into 
-tragedy but it doesn't do to be complacent. 

What should the parties do? They should forget 
about - vouchers and forget about local govern- 
ment reorganization. And concentrate attention 
on a new financial basis for local education, 
alongside, but outside, the local government 
block grant. In other words, the time has come to 
devise financial mechanisms which are functional 
to specific services, of which education is one, not 
to the abstraction of local government as such. It 
also means accepting that marginal local authority- 
"over-spendlng" is immaterial to the Chancellor’s 
economic policy, and that heavy-handed attempts 
to . restrain local spending - as now - Have more 
to do with political machismo than the macroeco- 
nomic direction of the nation’s affairs. 

And, while it does not mean giving the DES 
detailed control over l.e.n. budgets, it should 
mean letting the DES intervene directly with 
funds in support of its own policy initiatives - 
something which it is now uniquely prevented 
from doing, while the MSC and the DOI push the 
boat out with impunity.

Peter Newsam responds to Professor John Honey’s assertion 
that standards of written and spoken English are being 
threatened by misguided teachers 

Language for life 


In a sharply- worded paper issued 
this week by the National Council 
for Educational Standards (page 6).- 
at one point Professor Honey had 
me rising to defend Mr Ken Living- 
stone. He also had me applauding 
from lime to time. Let me explain 
I how this came about and the wider 
significance, ns I see it, of ivlmi 
Professor Honey is saying. 

His starting point is that (lie stan- 
dards of written and spoken English 
achieved by school leavers are 
threatened. TFierc is increasing con- 
cern. lie believes, about those stan- 
dards and the threat to them is nut 
accidental. It derives, at least in 
port, from the misguided behaviour 
or an unde Fined number of, teachers. 

But are standards falling or about 1 
to fall? The evidence for threatened 
standards which Professor Honey 
provides is sketchy. It lies in what 
employers and university teachers 
sny ; about the young people they 
encounter. That is .hardly reliable 
evidence. One chorus remains Con- 
stant over the years: the deprecia- 
tion of each stage of the educational 
process by its successor. So nursery 
teachers seethe about the shortcom- 
ings of parents "these days”, pri- 
mary teachers . believe .nursery ' 
teachers lust allow children tn -hi nif 


ing which they have been systemati- 
cally recorded, reading standards 
■have risen rather thun fallen. That is

Professor Honey 
argues, have been led astray by ling- 
uists who tell them “that fdr schools 
to foster one variety of English is 
contrary to the findings of the scien- 
ce of linguistics.” If all forms of 
language are as good as any others, 
the argument runs, why teach one 
rather than the other? "It is an 
interesting illustration." says Profes- 
sor Honey, who does not suffer 
even imaginary fools gladly, "of how 
a pseudo-scientific theory is handed 
down; by incautious academics first 
to .school teachers and their like, 
ultimately to become the stock-in-

At this point in the argument, 
Professor Honey becomes positively 
sepulchral. Ringed in black, there 
fallow 10 quotations. All say much 
the same but the Inst, attributed to 
Mr Livingstone, reads “No one sys- 
tem of language is better than any 
other.”

Nor is it, I bilieve. For different 
people, on “different occasions, in 
different circumstances and for 
different - purposes; different . lan- 
guages or dialects will be entirely 

S riate; It is hardly sensible, 
re. in any absolute way, to 
make Judgments between them. I 
See no contradiction between this 
view and an equally firm assertion . 
that everyone brought up in the UK 
should be encouraged to acquire a 
good command of the English Ian- . 
guage in a form which enables that

individual to communicate, without 
strain, orally and in writing, with 
others. 

We need to tench English well 
not because it is or is not “better” 
than any other language but beenuse 
|no one will get anywhere much in 
ithis country without it. It is as 
straightforward as that. On this I am 
at one with Professor Honey. As I 
put it in 1978, as ILEA’s education 
officer, “one way of ensuring the 
underprivileged remain underpriv- 
ileged is to leave them, on the’ 
grounds that they speak like that 
anyway, with n form of written 
English which others, employers in- 
cluded, find unacceptable.” 

, With Professor Honey, I Agree 
that there are some teachers who do 
not think this matters. | could 

borate on their reasons but where 
I differ from him is that I believe 
that it is because those teachers 
have the views (hat they do that 
they misapply the theories to which 
he objects; not the other way nbout. 
Misapplied theories arc n symptom, 
not the cause, of the negligence he 
deplores.

required for the school. 

In J980 the diocese of London 
paid Ealing borough council £1.8m 
for n comprehensive school which 
was then redesignated Church of 
England. The DES granted 85 per 
cent of the purchase price. 

. While conceding the right of reli- 
gious minorities to have their own 
schools' local politicians of both par- 
ties have questioned whether the 
pressure group, the Muslim Parents’ 
Association, is fully representative 
of Asian community in the city. 

Mr Peter Oilmour, chairman of 
the education committee, pointed out 
that the Council of Mosques, repre- 
senting 17 of the 23 mosques in 
Bradford, were in favour of their 
children going to state schools. 

Mr Riaz Shahid, secretary of the 
MPA, refused to divulge the mem- 
bership figures for the organization 
but pointed to the number, about 
11,000, of Asian children in Bradford 
school. 


L.e.a.s can 
still evade 
law on choice 

Local authorities could still evade 
provisions in the 1980 Education 
Act on parental choice, Mr Peter 
Sloman, former education officer at 
the Association of Metropolitan Au- 
thorities, said last weekend. 

The escape clause that allowed 
l.e.a.s to turn down parents' appeals 
on their choice of school, he ex- 
plained, lay in the words of the 
Act, “as long as it does not pre- 
judice the efficient education or use 
of resources in a school". 

The Act was needed because pa- 
rents had been getting round the 
1944 Education Act by keeping their 
children at home nnd forcing the 
local authority to go through legisla- 
tion. This had caused dissatisfaction 
“even behind the closed doors ol 
the Department of Education and 
Science , Mr Sloman said. 

He told a conference on the 198Q 
Act, held by the British Educational 
Management and Administration 
Society, that the majority party in 
an l.e.a. controlled the appeals com- 


mittees set up to deal with the new 
Act, “with the tacit understanding 
that these members will not wreck 
their party's policy". He pointed out 
that the result of any appeal would 
depend on how full tne schools were 
in that area. 

The Act worked in a borough like 
Newham - where he is now an 
education officer - he said, “because 
it is a one-party state in a working- 
class area where the vast majority oi 
parents will take what they are 
given because they are used to being 
told where to go.

Warning on 
meals cut

Head teachers have given a warning 
tiiat they may have to send pupils home 
at lunchtime if Merton Council aban- 
dons Its meals service In primary and 
secondary schools.

The joint council has decided that 
every scheme of assessment in 
mathematics must ' include differen- 
tiated exams - normally at three 
levels of .assessment. It finds this 
quote from the Cockcroft report 
‘'particularly apt"; “Pupils must not 
be required to prepare for examin- 
ations which are not suited to their 
attainment nor much these examina- 
tions be of a kind which will under- 
mine the confidence of the pupils." 

The council lists IS aims for all 
courses in mathematics. They in- 
clude: 

• Develop a feel for number, make 
calculations and understand the sig- 
nificance of the results obtained; 

• Use mathematics as a means of 
communication with emphasis on 
the use of clear expression; 

• Develop the abilities to reason 
logically, to classify, to generalize 
and to prove; and 

• Acquire a foundation appropriate 
to a further study of mathematics 
and other related disciplines. 

It Ifsts 15 assessment objectives - 
an essential minimum list of qual- 
ities, abilities and skills - on which 
all candidates will be tested. They 
include: 

• Recall, apply and interpret 
mathematical Knowledge in the con- 
text of everyday situations; 

• Organize, interpret and present 
information accurately in written, 
tabular, graphical and diagrammatic 
forms;

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T he Joint Council for 16-plus national criteria has 
sent the bulk of its proposals to Sir Keith Joseph, 
the Education Secretary, this week, over two 
years after it was set up, Nick Wood writes. 

The proposals affect English, ' English literature, 
mathematics, biology, chemistry, computer studies, 
craft, design and technology, classical subjects, geogra- 
phy. religious studies, social sciences ana music. 

Criteria for business studies, economics, creative art, 
home economics, and combined sciences have yet to be 
submitted. History, French and physics have already 
been rent to the DES. Tjie proposals cover the mini- 
mum, but essential, requirements for a syllabus to 


nor do they lay down rules ror metnoas ot assessment. 
These will be determined later by the examining groups 
that will run the 16-plus. 

In each subject, the criteria are intended as a basis 
for future development. 

“The joint council wishes to emphasize that it has not 
seen its task as being to provide a set of criteria which 
will set the pattern of the secondary school curriculum 
in a particular, permanent mould. The council has in 

S eneral attempted to provide guidelines for examina* 
ons within which present teaching approaches can 
continue, so far as they are appropriate to a single 
system of examining, ana which will also be sufficiently 
flexible to allow new developments to take place." 

The new batch of criteria will now be scrutinized bv 
Sir Keith Joseph and Mr Nicholas Edwards, the Welsh 
Education Secretary. 

Sir Keith has said that the 16-plus will go ahead only 
if the secretaries of state are satisfied with the criteria. 
In coming to this decision he will be guided by the new 
exam council under the chairmanship of Sir Wilfred 
Cockcroft, which comes into being in April. 

The business of drawing up national criteria for 20 
subjects has never been attempted before - in Britain 
or elsewhere. Not surprisingly, it has given rise to a 
jargon of its own. 

The main points from the subject criteria submitted 
to Sir Keith are summarized below. But first the key 
terms that determine the structure and content of the 
joint council's submissions are defined as follows. 
Alms: This term refere fo a statement of the educational . 


syllabus provided for pupils within the context of 
tne single system of examining at 16-plus. A statement 
of aims is likely to be broader than the associated 
statement of assessment objectives (which is concerned 
with examinable skills/nbilitics) and may well include 
qualities and attributes which cannot, or should not be 
assessed for examination purposes - for example, the 
pupil’s motivation and attitude to the subject. 

Aims should consist of clear statements setting out 
the educational purposes of following a course in the 
particular subject for all the potential candidates. 
Assessment objectives: This term describes the skills! 
abilities which are measured and recorded for assess- 
ment purposes within a particular subject examination. 
Such assessment objectives should be expressed in 
terms of the observable and mensurable behaviour 
which the achievement of the educational aims of a 
course in the subject is intended to bring about. 
Common core (syllabus): A common core (used of an 
examination syllabus) is the body of subject content and 
the range of skills or activities which will form part of 
the assessment, which all pupils following a course in 
the subject are normally expected to nave covered 
(probably to a specified deptn) and which should be 
included in all examination syllabuses in the subject. 

A common core might form part of the national 
criteria laid down for a subject or be specified by an 
individual examining group tor all the syllabuses which 
it certifies under a particular title. 

Course work: Used in connexion with examinations, 
this term comprises all types of activity carried out by 
candidates dunng their course of study and assessed for 
examination purposes. 

Differentiated examinatlons/components: A differenti- 
ated examination is one in which different components 
are deliberately set at different levels of difficulty to 
meet the needs of candidates of different levels of 
ability. 

Grade descriptions: The term grade descriptions has 
been adopted for the attempt to describe, in positive 
and subject specific terms, the expected attainment of 
candidates in grade 3 and grade 6 of the new examina- 
tion. The descriptions are intended to indicate the 
levels of attainment likely to be shown by candidates 
awarded particular grades in a subject.

Faced with the fact that the “know- 
ledge" content of Craft, design and 
technology courses varies, the coun- 
cil puts lorward “endorsement ti- 
tles intended to describe the par- 
ticular area under study. 

Three titles are proposed - CDT: 
design and realization. CDT: tech- 
nology, and CDT: design and com- 
munication. 


Examining groups should be free 
to alter and add to these endorse- 
ment titles according to their needs. 

The council’s framework takes in 
these three titles. Aims, assessment 
objectives, techniques of assessment 
and grade descriptions are set out 
for the parent course of CDT - 
content and its relationship to 
assessment objectives is spelled out 
for each of the three endorsement 
titles. 

The endorsement title design and 
realization applies to courses involv- 
ing students in the designing, mak- 
ing and evaluation of artefacts and 
requiring the use of resistant mate- 
rials such as wood, metal and plas- 
tics. 

Technology npplies to courses in 
which control ana/or systems design, 
making and evaluation form the ma- 
jor part and which draw upon the 
application of scientific and technic- 
al knowledge. 

Design and communication ap- 
plies to courses mainly concerned 
with design and communication 
skills and which will include drawing 
and related graphical techniques, 
model-making and evaluation. 

The aims include: 

• To foster awareness, understand- 
ing and expertise in those areas of 
creative thinking which can be ex- 
pressed and developed through in- 
vestigation and research, planning. 


designing, making and evaluating 
and working with materials and 
tools. 

The assessment objectives in- 
clude: 

• Gather, order and assess the in- 
formation relevant to the solution of 
practical and technological prob- 
lems. 

• Analyse and produce design spe- 
cifications for problems which have 
been self-identified or posed by 
others. 

A combination of a formal ex- 
amination and the assessment of 
practical and design skills as demon- 
strated by various forms of course- 
work is recommended as the best 
way of measuring attainment.

Jobless girls retreat 
back to the classroom 


More girls than boys have reacted to 
shrinking job opportunities by 
slaying on in full-time education, 
according to the latest statistics from 
the Department of Educut ion. 
However, girls tend to take shorter 
courses than the boys who stay on. 

The figures show that unemploy- 
ment among 16-year-olds has risen 
at roughly the smite rate for boys 
and girls since 1973. But, of those 
not on the unemployment register, 
hoys arc now much more likely Ilian 
girls to have jobs, while girls are 
more likely lo stay on at school or 
college. 

For ninny girls, full-time educa- 
tion appears to be the only way to 
continue their studies beyond* 16. 
Girls seldom gut jobs with opportu- 
nities for part-time study. Perhaps 
for that reason, a higher percentage 
of girls than boys take evening 
classes. 

These are some of the main con- 
clusions to be drawn from the de- 
partment's latest statistical bulletin, 
which traces education and em 




since 1973. 

It shows that schools and colleges 
have absorbed a massive increase in 
16 to 19-year-old students over the 
past eight years.

EDUCATION FOR CAPABILITY 


There is a serious imbalance in Britain today in the foil 
process which is described by the two words ‘education* 
and ‘training*. The idea of the ‘educated person* is that 
of a scholarly individual who has been neither educated 
nor trained to exercise useful skills; who is able to 
understand but not to act. Young people in secondary or 
higher education increasingly specialise, and do so too 
often in ways which mean that they are taught to 
practise only the skills of scholarship and science. They 
acquire knowledge of particular subjects, but are not 
equipped to use knowledge ways in which are relevant to 
the world outside the education system. 

This imbalance is harmful to individuals, to industry 
and to society. A well-balanced education should, of 
course, embrace analysis and the acquisition of

others. 

There exists in its own right a culture which is 
concerned with doing, making and organising and the 
creative arts. This culture emphasises the day to day 
management of affairs, the formulation and solution of 
problems end the design, manufacture and marketing of 
goods and services. 

Educators should spend more time preparing people 
in this way for a life outside the education system. The 
country would benefit significantly in economic terms 
from what is here described as Education for Capability.

WASHINGTON: Americas 

teachers' unions are deeply split 
over a forthcoming Supreme Court 
decision which is expected to deler- 
miae where affirmative action to 
help ethnic minorities ends and "re- 
verse discrimination ’’ against whites 

Log week * e National Education 
Association, which represents 1.6 
million teachers, filed a “friend of 
|he court brief asserting that in 
some cases it is permissible to fire 
senior white teachers and retain 
junior black teachers as part of mi 
effort to compensate for pflst discri- 
mination. 

Sul the brief brings the NEA into 
open conflict with its smaller rival 
union, the American Federation of 
Teachers, which hns campaigned 
energetically to preserve the princi- 
ple of seniority in teacher layoffs 
and opposed the dismissal of 
teachers on the basis of race. 

The philosophical argument be- 
tween tne two unions arises from a 
complicated sequence of events in 
Boston, where more than 1,000 
while teachers were laid off in 1981 
as a result of a financial crisis in the 
city government. 

A! the time, Boston’s schools 
were subject to a court order which 
insisted on an increase in the prop- 
oiiion of black teachers lo make up 
for what the court decreed had been 
a history of deliberate discrimination 
against blacks in school hiring poli- 
cies. 

To comply with the court order, 
iflt city asked for, and received, 
permission to waive the seniority 
provisions of its contract with the 
teachers, and to fire white teachers 


senior to many of the black teachers 
who were retained. 

The AFT, which represented 
most of the teachers in Boston, 
claimed the decision was a violation 
of proper employment practices and 
a violation of the constitutional 
equal protection clause. It asked the 
Supreme Court lo overturn the low- 
er court decision and affirm that 
dismissals should be “colour blind". 

Although the Supreme Court de- 
clined to hear the teachers’ case, it 
is considering an almost identical 
case involving Boston's policemen 
and firemen. Senior white police 
and fire officers who were laid off 
but have since been reinstated are 
asking for back pay and lost 
seniority. 

The difference of opinion be- 
tween the two teachers’ unions re- 
flects longstanding rivalry and some 
serious ideological disagreements. 
The AFT, with most of its members 
in New York and other big cities, 
opposes the use of quoins to over- 
come discrimination. 

The NEA, with n bigger mem- 
bership drawn from smolftowns and 
rural areas, advocates stronger mea- 
sures to overcome racial discrimina- 
tion and has been more forthright in 
its denunciation of President 
Reagan's arms buikl-up. 

A spokesman for the NEA said 
its decision to file a brief supporting 
race-bnsed dismissals in some inst- 
ances did not mean that the union 
opposed the seniority principle in 
general. 

Sometimes, however, seniority 
had to be set aside to achieve other 
important objectives.

But (lie President acknowledged 
that Congress would never iigree to 
remove young people entirely from 
the minimum wage legislation.

Under this scheme, the minimum 
wage fur employees under 22 would 
fall from $3.35 lo 52.50. The measure 
Is expected to encounter fierce 
opposition from Democrats and 
trade unions. 

In his remarks President Reagan 
added: “The line on the chart of 
unemployment for teenagers, the 
young people, goes right along in- 
creasing with the increase in the 



Teaching abroad can lead to im- 
proved tolerance and resource ful- 
ness, broadened professional skills, 
and an early experience of responsi- 
bility. It can also mean jeopardized 
pension rights, missing uut on prom- 
otion, and chronic unemployment. 

T he many teachers who replied to 
our request to tell us what teaching 
abroad had meant lo them were 
unanimous in agreeing that it had 
been invaluable for their teaching 
skills. But Alison Pnckcr of Wilt- 
shire echoed the sentiments of many 
when she wrote: "If teaching abroad 
is looked upon as years out of the 
promotion slakes, it is wasted, f 
have not personally found English 
headmasters to be particularly in- 
terested in my overseas work". 

Yet if the writers are to be be- 
lieved. this is the headmasters' loss. 
Ros Brawn taught for four years in 
Papua New Guinea. The experi- 
ence, she says, taught him resource- 
fulness, patience nnd relevance. 

“Resourcefulness was useful when 
whole shipments of books, station- 
ery and equipment would arrive six 
months late, leaving a school of 450 
pupils to manage tor (wo terms on 
one box of coloured chalks nnd 
several hundred packets of elderly 
plasticine." 

Patience was acquired in order to 
cope with power and water cuts, 
steBining tropical heat nnd a time- 
table so strict it specified such sub- 
jects as “eouivalent fractions”. And 
auestions of relevance were brought 
sharply into focus by the gap 
between pupils and materials. “How 
relevant was a maths problem in- 
volving n train timetable to the son 
of r Papuan tribal leader who lived 
in a hut on stilts in the bay. in a 
country which had never had a 
railway?” 

Jane Lovcy similarly learnt to live 
on her professional wits in Zambia. 
“The main lessons l learnt were 
improvization and resourcefulness. 
There was one meagre delivery of 
educational materials and yet 
wonderful art and craft was pro- 
duced from the waste of European 
households. I took the pupils for 
gardening . . . wc devised an irriga- 
tion system, a monkey scarer . . 

Originally she left Britain to work 
in Libya (chasing a salary that 
seemed “n fortune to u Scale 1 
teacher four years out of college") 
where she witnessed the revolution 
that turned the Kingdom of Libya 
into the Libyan Arab Republic. 
“When school recommenced it was 
a haven of unchanged security for 
many of our children whose lives 
had hcen turned upside down . . . 
The quiet dignity and diligence re- 
mained the same, and I think from 
this we all learnt a lot about the 
resilience of children.” 

Jane Lovcy now works as a tulor- 
in-chnrge of an Intermediate Treat- 
ment Unit, an education world away 
from the lesson-hungry children of 
Ihe developing world. “I now teach a 
liuiutlul ot adolescents who have 
completely rejected education nnd 
whose parents are little support to 
them. They are resentful of anyone 
more privileged than themselves and 
they despise anyone of different 
race or religion." 

“I like la feel I am a better 
teacher for widening my horizons - 
perhaps I have simply become a 
more tolerant person. Perhaps hav- 
ing seen danger and change at first 
hand I am virtually unshnckable -

for his present job. leaching in a 
school “where 75 per cent of our 


children are from Asian back- 
grounds", 

As Abdul Shakoor Bora points 
out, there is nothing like teaching 
abroad for shaking people out of die 
cultural imperialism of thinking (he 
world revolves around theiT awn 
tiny island. It gives people cultural 
and historical shocks, he writes. 
They “relearn history from other 
points of view. The Indinn Mutiny 
of 1857 described by English histo- 
rians was the War of Freedom to 
natives of India . . . With such vari- 
ety of knowledge ami outlook, a 
teacher who returns to the British 
classrooms is surely an asset nnd nor 
a liability?" 

Whether by chance or by dim of 
something in (he overseas experi- 
ence, many teachers who return to 
the British classroom find their in- 
terests channelled into special 
education. Brenda Davis, whose ex- 
perience as an English language 
teacher in Sweden and the Nether- 
lands was a mixed one, neverthe- 
less says it "opened up a possibility 
I did not know existed . . . leaching 
abroad did help me to discover that 
1 wns suited to mv present job, 
teaching in a special needs depart- 
ment, where I teach English as n 
second language and remedial chil- 
dren”. 

Others pointed to all-round skills 
and attitudes which their time over- 
seas had developed. Alison Packer, 


who taught in the Bahamas, says 
her experience abroad developed a 
general attitude to lunching. “I auto- 
matically accepted involvement in 
school life anu turned my hand to 
many different tasks without 
thought of reward, un aspect of ex- 
istence that 1 have since found diffi- 
cult to explain to colleagues without 
similar experience”. 

Christine Nit Id found that work- 
ing in Canada ns n supply teacher 
gave her the courage to tackle any- 
thing. "After you've reffed a Cana- 
dian 17-year-uld boys' hockey game, 
what could he more daunting. 

Like others who taught in North 
America, she came home highly im- 
pressed by aspects of the education 
system. In her case it was the meti- 
culous planning of classes. Ihe ease 
with which teachers could keep up- 
to-date on their professional skills 
and the easy, democratic relations 
between heads, teachers and pupils. 

For Mr D. J. Wilson a year 
teaching in Ohio taught him adapta- 
bility. flexibility and a lot about 
teaching styles ’very different from 
his own. Although struck by the 
American "obsession with the con- 
cept of accountability" he found that 
it "forced me to think longer and 
harder, not only about what goods 1 
was delivering, but how I was de- 
livering them . 

The chance to lw "just" a 
teacher, devoid of other, peripheral 
demands, wns one of the most re- 
freshing aspects of his time in 
America. Another was the chance 
to see "chemical dependency" - 
dregs to most British teachers - at 
first hand. 

Yet returning to En&land can 
pose problems fur greater than 
those of reverting to British termi- 


nology. Jane Lovey had to supply 
leach for two venrs before finding a 
permanent job (but nevertheless 


“feels sad for today's young teachers 
who dare not give up their secure 
fust post, if they have been lucky 
enough to get one. lo sample 
teaching overseas for a while") 
Many others wrote of Ihe feeling 
that their time abroad was consi- 
dered quite irrelevant by would-be 
employers back home. 

Ros Brawn perhaps speaks for 
many when she sums up like this: 
“To answer the question ‘Have my 
experiences of leaching abroad 
made me a better teacher?', 1 would 
like to answer an unqualified, ‘OI 
course’. Bui although I feel I am a 
more confident, able teacher, more 
aware of the individual and what a 
particular subject might mean to 
(hem. I must acknowledge that my 
*Of course’ must remain theoretical 
For, in going abroad. I lost my 
toehold on trie teaching ladder in 
England and am at present unable 
to climh back on.”

Many English departments arc now 
in the final throes of the oral re- 
quirement for CSE English language 
examinations. There can he little 
doubt that oraev should be a skill 
encouraged and developed by all 
English teachers. Fluent speech will 
assuredly he of greater significance 
than will writing skills for life after 
school. But the testing of such oracy 
is suspect, particularly in the guise 
ol the formal, prepared talk. 

Most rubrics require that such 
infKs should last approximately five 
minutes, with one minute for ques- 
lions. It also requires that audio- 
visual atds should be employed and 
that the reading of ore-written talks 
be heavily penalized. 

The exercise should encapsulate

die animal story has lasted at all. Hut then, il 
j, hard to imagine a world where children 
Aould willingly forego Aesop, Grimm or 
Kipling. And on those occasions when certain 
finciM tales, often involving animals, have 
xiually been banned or discouraged hy well- 
meaning adults, children have continued to 
n:ke them up foi themselves, simply because 
iht appeal of animal stories has always gone 
hr beyond the reach of any reforming enthn- 
ji-Rl. 

With younger children, this appeal must he 
i-i Jo with their universal habit of investing 
joimals with their own childish ways of think- 
ing. feeling and talking, just as the story of 
the Garden of Eden, where animals and hu- 
mans once lived ami talked together in iiar- 
miMiy, reflects a basic fantasy found in 
mythology all over the world. Humanized 
animal stories, therefore, would seem to fol- 
U rather than lead the imagination, whcthci 
k children or for adults. 

More realistic ideas about animals can, of 
nut*, coexist with this willing acceptance nf 
fantasy. Country children, for example, who 
from early on work with animals, may indeed 
ko» far more about their day-to-day he- 
hwur lhan would their town counterparts. 
But on another level, stories about Pigling 
Bland or the Little Red Hen still get through, 
oen to children otherwise familiar with pig 
him* a nd battery chickens. 

Even so. humanized animal stories do not 
^ CaKr for readers still capable of literal 
relief in their subject matter.

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Should rliildren's stories reflect the realities of 
animal life asks Nicholas Tucker

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Animals' closeness yet a part ness from human 
beings can he used to advantage in other ways 
by story-tellers. Beatrix Potter's Peter Rabbit, 
for example, is both child-like yet also able to 
have far more exciting adventures than any 
normal infant, involving theft, near-discovery’, 
and ultimate escape from death at the hands 
of a sworn enemy. 

In the same way. Anna Sewell’s Black 
Beauty offers an exceptionally sharp view of 
what human beings look like from an unusual 
vantage point, and alsu stands witness to the 
degradation and final death of Ginger, mi old 
horse comrade, which if portrayed in human 
terms would surely be far too painful ever in 
get into print for children. 

By contrast, the animal characters in Ken- 
neth Gra haute's The Wind in dn Willows lead 
a life free of the constraints that can make 
human existence so much more fraught. 
Liberated both from economic necessity and 
sexual drive, Mule. Rat and Toad potter 
around in a blameless life of picnics and river 
outings, sharing all the privileges of adults 
with the tastes and inclinations of childhood, 
and so illustrating a fantasy world uf lasting 
appeal. Although The Times pointed out, 
when it was first published, that "As a con- 
tribution to nutuial history, the work is neg- 
ligible". no one has ever really minded this, 
either then or at any time since. 

When animals are used like this. t«» serve in 
the imagination in a way dial human charac- 
ters cmild not emulate, it is ridiculous to 
object to various unnatural characteristics that 
make (hem so appealing in the first place. So 
while Kenneth Grahamc occasionally inserts 
authentic animal detail, such as otter's hahit 
of diving after fish in mid-conversation, these 
are mere romantic touches. 

In mosi other lespccls, in this and many 
oilier well-loved animal stories, all important 


nnl ural history laws are broken. Animal char- 
acters like wise owls or cunning snakes, for 
example, arc associated with such human 
qualities because of their looks lather than 
their behaviour, and where any plainly un- 
realistic story was concerned, only a pendant 
would try to debunk such ancient couplings, 
or else insist flint in reality robins arc seldom 
quite as sweet as they look and eagles tend to 
be phlegmatic rather than war-like. 

A problem for conservationists does arise, 
though, when certain animals seem to receive 
a habitually bad press in children's books. 
Predators, for example, are often described as 
the villains of their stories, since tender- 
hearted voting readers find it difficult to see 
the hunting and devouring ul oilier animals as 
a lialuial part of the ecological balance. 

Writers are uni immune from social press- 
ure, however, and at least it is rare now to 
fills! ihv more exotic predators, like wicked 
tigers nr ravening lions, portrayed as such in 
children’s stories today. This is no loss, given 
that humans have little enough to he proud of 
in their past dealings with animal life. 

In the same way. the glamorizalion of big- 
game hunting onto found in children's writeis 
like R M Huikiiilync surely Iras no place on 
modern library shelves for the young. But 
mme modest . iioiiie-grnwn predators also ' 
have greater need of understanding now. and 
there is a case - again in reasonably realistic 
stories - for no longer trolling out certain 
ancient animal stereotypes, so that the fox. 
for example, docs not always come out as the 
villain in his quest fm the rabbit. 

Even rats, in Robert O'Brien's Mrs Frishy 
and the rats oj NIMH, can emerge as the 
heroes of their story, so proving* that the 
firmest negative animal stereotype can always 
be challenged in tlte works of a gifted writer. 

At the same lime, writers who do set oui to 
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describe true to life animal stories should be 
expected to get their most important fuels 
right. In Jack London’s two epic novels, 
White Fang and The Call of thc Wild, flic 
dug- heroes do lead powerfully realistic exist- 
ences Tot their own times. But even when 
animal characters are plainly fantasy figures, 
there is still no need in most metrics always to 
get too far away fioni reality in Ihc way. for 
example, wc can more easily accept in satire, 
proverb, parable or fail y story. As Margaret 
Blount points out in Animal /.and. itei excel- 
lent study of diis whole genre, the moment in 
Felix Sa hen's best-selling novel liambi, lor 
example, when the death of a pheasant 
arouses "the sympathies of a wide circle who 
iried to comfort liis disconsolate widow” now 
seems embarrassingly fey: 

More earthy, and suieiy much more honest, 
are the occasional imagined comments of the 
animals in Enid Rag Hold's classic. National 
Velvet. " Bitches good?" asks a liiun.ni eh a rac- 
ier at one time, seeing the family dng Jacob 
trotting back home up (he empty road. 

••■Succulent said Jacob, making a half- 
circle nround her." Even so. attempts at com- 
pletely realistic animal stories may always 
remain too much for most younger children. 
The typical shoit life -cycle of ii pig. or u 
bullock, fur example, is slill something 
perhaps better not told in all its graphic detail 
to infants, us yel unprepared for the Ini u Iness 
of the real world, or fur Alphabet Rooks lhal 
could ever begin with "A is for Abattoir*'. 

Occasional harsh cruelly .sometimes display- 
ed hy animals themselves would also fit un- 
easily into stories for the very young. Such 
detail belongs more to natural history non- 
fiction. which should be expected to toll all of 
the liulh. 

When this source is suspect too, critics have 
every right to object. Children reading R'«- 
tership I town, after all. al least know this is a 
story. Books like Gavin Maxwell’s best-selling 
A ring of blight water, oil the oilier hand, can 
be far more misleading in the way they pass 
off sen time m ill hum an -animal romances under 
the name of scientific observation. 

If stoiy-tcllers must always he allowed some 
licence, though, this should not mean dial 
they cun be expected to write any old rubbish 
about animals. Sturics that gloss over thc 
realities of circus life and training, for exam- 
ple. deserve the criticism that any defence of 
organized cruelly should incur. 

Describing anything in prim that could lead 
to harming animals should also be thought 
about very caret n lly first, given that children 
can be very imitative. It is too late now n> do 
Hindi about Ding Don g Hell , Pussy's in the 
Well, though nniimd welfare officers have 
sometimes accused il of putting ideas into the 
heads of children that were better not there. 
.But when characters in Kipling's Stalky <fi Co 
or Richmal Crompton's William books casual- 
ly shoot cals for sport., this dearly seems 
wrong now. and would not be encouraged in 
any modern story for children. 

Other critics have objected reccnrly to the 
glorification of fnx-huniing found in contem- 
porary children's books, in particular K M 
Peyton’s Flainbard series. Those who defend 
fox-hunting, however, could hardly be ex- 
peeled to share this condem nation. Final 
judgment on the whole issue of animal stor- 
ies, therefore, will always rest at least to some 
extent on personal values, which is why argu- 
ments it bom particular books will probably 
always be with us. come wlint mav.

VIRTUES OF 
NECESSITY 

Leicestershire's 10 to 14 schools 
claim to provide the best of both 
worlds; specialist teaching for 
younger children and child-centred 
teaching beyond the primary school. 
Bob Doe reports 


T he age at which children transfer from 
one school to .another Is, probably less 
important than the steps taken to en- 
sure transfer Involves the least possible 
trauma, disruption and waste. It is arguable 
also that, whether, they find themselves in. 
primary and secondary schools or In a middle 
school system is less important than whether 
they are taught the right things at the right 
time and in the right way. 

■ But Leicestershire’s unusual brand of high 
schools for IQ to 14-year-olds suggest there 
could be positive advantages to , transfer at 
one age rather than another; advantages, both 
educational and administrative, that have led 
th? county ,to expand Its 10 to 14 schools at a 
time when falling rolls are persuading others 
to close their, middle schools to maintain the 
secondary curriculum. 

Schools spanning the 10 to 14 range were 
suggested; in Leicestershire by the 1 county’s , 
former visionary and chief education officer, 
Stewart Mason. Even before . transfer at ages

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T here is no ideal way of financing an 
education and there are many valid cri- 
ticisms of the present system. Those 
who favour vouchers tend to believe 
that governments are a necessary evil whose 
influence should be reduced wherever possible 
to give more freedom to individuals. In the 
case of education, they believe that the pre- 
sent system reduces parental choice and that 
vouchers would extend it. 

The notion of choice is a key one, for 
interest In vouchers is just one aspect of a 
wider belief in the use of market systems for 
deciding whnt goods and services s|tould be 
produced. Supporters argue that market 
forces made the supply of goods and services 
ns diverse as banking, baked beans and braces 
more efficient as competiton makes producers 
responsive to the demands of the consumer. 
They contrast this with education where 
consumers seem to have little choice; where 
producers in the form of local education au- 
thorities and teachers decide how many 
schools wil| be provided, what organizational 
arrangements these will have and what the 
curriculum will be. The consumers - parents 
and children - can do little but acquiesce; 
therefore it- is argued the education system 
ought to be changed to make it more market 
orientated.- 

One way to do this is to introduce a system 
of vouchers. There are, in fact a number of 
differing voucher systems, but the simplest is 
where parents would be provided with a 
voucher equal tp the average value of a year’s 
education, say £600 for a child of primary 
school age or £900 at secondary. Parents 
would take this voucher to any school - public, 
or private - and In return the child would 
receive an education. 

Rather like a book token, a more expensive 
education could be bought If parents were 
prepared to “top-up” the value of a voucher, . 
Schools that were popular and responsive to 
patents' wishes would have high- incomes and 
could improve ; their facilities .'and pay high, 
salaries, while unpopular schools would face 
; the discipline, of the market and be forced to, 
change. or close. \ : F 

Evidence - as opposed to argument -.is. 
rather fragmentary. A survey and investiga- 
tion was carried out in Kent and a_ voucher, 
experiment took place in the UnitedStates. 

The Kent investigation consisted largely pf 
a number of surveys in the Ashford division, 
an area with 52 maintained schools and 
people. At the age of 11, children transfer. to 
high schools and at 13 some transfer to upper : 
schools, as a result of “guided pareotaj

The system seems to provide a sub- 
stantial amount of choice, for over 95 percent of 
children obtained their first choice of ischuol at 
11, and there were only about 10 appeals u year 
against the 13 .plus choice of schools. 

The investigators asked parents which 
school they would send their child \o if they 
had a voucher. About 13 per cent suggested 
they would send their child to a different 
school and some 17 per cent of parents from 
social class 1 would move their child from n 
state lo a private school if a voucher were 
available. 

Teacbers ; were also questioned and voiced 
strong opposition to the, scheme, partly, 
prompted by the teacher unions who recog- 
nized that jobs rnny be at risk in a full 
voucher scheme. The strongest support came 
from private schools in the area who realized 
that the scheme would give u subsidy to 
parents choosing private education. . . 

The cost of the scheme would vary con- 
siderably depending on what was included. 
The estimates suggest that in 1977 for, the 
Ashford area, a limited scheme would cost 
just over £90,000 for additional administrative 
expenses. If the' scheme were expanded to 
include extra classrooms, free transport for 
pupils to the school of their .choice, a Sup- 
plementary voucher .for. children from poor 
homes, and if the vouchers, could be useid at 
independent schools, the cost would rise to 
nearly £2 million. ' - - 

the biggest Item would be the subsidy to 
children going to independent schools. There 
may. be some sayings if some teachers in the 
maintained sector were no longer required. 
For the country as a whole the cost today 
would vary between £100m and oyer £2, 000m. 
depending on wh^t wafc included. Note that 
these costs are additional to those incurred in 
running the present system of education, 

: Surveys cjo .not tell the whole story, for 
there' is a huge gap which divides what people 
■ say they. will do from what actually happens, 
2he Piily example of, the.results of an actual 
voucher experiment comes from the US. To- 
wards the end of the 1960s the US Office of 
Economic Opportunity wanted a voucher trial 
but the only qrea willing to experiment was a' 
school district. called Alum Rock in San Jose. 
California, . . ' - ,t •. . 

Alum Rock. Is a poor area where half the 1 
children, are ;M?x icati -American I ru|U ■ -the 
population is highly, transient, , with qearly: a. 
third of the people moving each year. The' 
dlstirci received additional funds For the. ex- 
I perimeijt and H was extensively monitored by 
the Rand Corporation. It is doubtful whether. 


any education experiment has been the sub- 
ject of so much testing. 

The basic voucher system was modified in a 
number of ways. Children from poor families 
received an additional voucher so that schools 
with a high proportion of disadvantaged chil- 
dren received more money. Families were not 
allowed to "top-up” the voucher and there 
was a lottery system of admission to schools 
where the number of applicants exceeded the 
places available. Children travelling to distant 
schools had free transport. 

Teacher resistance was mollified because 
job tenure was guaranteed. In order to extend 
choice, existing schools were sometimes di- 
vided into “mini-schools" which sought to 
provide distinct programmes, sometimes 
rather exotic. Thus the Goss school divided 
into three mini schools: Learning Unlimited 
which was geared round individualized in- 
struction in basic skills, Reading Enrichment 
and Discovery (READ) stressing reading and 
maths with children grouped by ability and 
Tomorrow Today where "the program is de- 
signed to prepare for the future . . . today. 
Academic excellence is our goal!" 

Other mini schools included Learning 
Odyssey which will "provide the child with 
skills needed in one's journey through life.", 
Basic Educational Skills Training (BEST) and 
We're 4 KIDS (Kommtmity Involvement De- 
velops Success). "We believe in building suc- 
cess in children by helping them feel good 
about themselves ... we will build a sense of 
community in the classroom." 

In spite of all the effort the results were 
limited. So far as (he curriculum was con- 
cerned the researcher reported that despite 
apparent differences "the voucher system has 
not generated educational alternatives that are 
highly diverse ... the voucher classrooms are 
strikingly similar to the non-voucher class- 
rooms." I 

There was some decentralization of decision 
making but, so far as the curriculum was 
concerned, power did not pass from producers 
la consumers but from administrators in the 
district office to teachers. The price paid for 
this by teachers, was . "an avalanche of meet- 
ings'’, an.' occupational hazard for all those, 
concerned with Curriculum development., V 
• The parents did benefit; : enonnous efforts 
were - "pul into Informing .parents of what, 
alternatives were available and this had some 
effect. For the first year aboil t 10 per ceint of- 
parents chose non-neighbourhood schools 
and. in Inter years, the proportion rose to 18 
per cent.. The researchers concluded '.’the 
.voucher demonstration appreciably increased 
'parental choice among educational alterna- 
tives, but most parents failed to become more 
autonomous, powerful or involved." . .. 

Parental choice was not related to child’s 
achievement and academically the inlToduc- . 
tion of vouchers seemed to make little or no 
difference. For example, the researchers 
found it hard to differentiate between reading 
achievements in regular- arid alternative 
■ schools. '• 

The precise effect of thd Introduction of; 
.vouchers would depend on the type of 
voucher introduced. Since the Kent survey ; 
shows that parents from social class I would 
be far more likely to use their voucher to- 
move fheif child to' the independent system 
the result of a voucher scheme which included 
.this sector would be to increase division in 
society* Those from, higher social classes 
would increasingly -be educated at indepen- 
dent schools while the maintained system 
educated the rest. 

Vouchers may increase parental choice of 
school, but the extent of choice depends on 
the avallqbilty of vacant places in popular 
schools. These could probably be provided at 
less cost under, the present system of financ- 
ing. ' Education seems to.be one area where 
the introduction of market forces would have 
few beneficial' effects and substantial dis- 
, advantages:' .

By the time Peter Blake appeared in 
Ken Russell's 1961 television 
documentary Pop Goes The Easel, 
he had already presented himself in 


parts of n painting to the same 
finished state. He may vamp up the 
subject of fairies by addins a Lolita- 
like titillation, or parody Courbet in 
his recent “Have a nice day, Mr 


Hockney", but the end-products 
either look painted from photo- 
graphs or lack the integration of a 


jeans and denim jacket covered with 
badges, sneakers on his feet and an 
Elvis magazine in one hand. Six 
■years later, he provided the collaged 
galaxy of herpes and heroines on 
the sleeve of The Beatles' "Sergeant 
Pepper's Lonely Hearts Club 
“Band”. 

1 The sentiment and nostalgia of 
rthat record are widespread in 
Blake's work, devoted as it is to 

! >opular culture and its stars. And as 
f to illustrate the point of identifica- 
ion by association, he not only col- 
lects photographs and other memor- 
abilia but either, combines or trans- 
lates these into his compositions. 
; Sometimes compartmentalized "like, 
^scenes from the life of a saint, they 
{turn the picture Into a kind of vo- 
tive object. 

Without these assembled elements; 
the Illustrator in Blake stands 
exposed, barely camouflaged by a 
‘persistent refusal to bring all' the 


true work of art. 

James Barry identified with great 
artists and heroes from the past but 
in the late eighteenth century this 
.meant history-painting ant the did- 
actic transmission of noble ideals, ns 
in his series “The Progress of Hu- 
man Culture” at the Royal Society 
of Arts (Mondays l-5pm). Barry, 
however, was more radical than 
that. Anticipating Romanticism in 
his disturbed and disturbing “King 
Lear Weeping over The Body of 
Cordelia" . he created a most in- 
novative composition to denounce 
the position of Catholics in Britain 
in “Passive Obedience”. ■

tradition, the -Indian artist dimed at 
discovering the essence of his sub- 
jects not their changing condition, 
achieving- an astounding range Of 
expression with little more than line.,- 
In "A* Lady Offers Wine , to Her 
Lover", natural lighting and natural 


form are over-looked in favour of a 
reverberation of arcing lines that 
epitomizes an erotic moment, 

Just before the earliest landscapes 
in The Hayward exhibition, John 
Ruskin_ advised artists to “Go to 
nature "in alt singleness of heart, 
selecting nothing, rejecting no- 
thing". By the fifties, the camera 
had become commonplace and the 
Tailway, motor-car and aeroplane, 
not to mention Industrialization it- 
self, had transformed our attitudes 
to nature as a whole. It is this that 
explains the difference between Hol- 
man Hunt's accumulation of detail 
in “Asparagus Island, Kynance” and 
Peter Lanyon’s abstraction of foam-- 
ing wave and aerially-viewed land in 
“Ground Sea". 

Combining a comparably panor- 
amic and particular view, inis excel-

Both 
the RSC and the National encour- 
age their education departments to 
seek sponsorship. While both com- 
panies demonstrate a degree of 
commitment to educational develop- 
ment in having mude these appoint- 
ments neither has a great deal of 
money to spate. 

Meanwhile the staff at the Barbi- 
can. as yet unaided by Mr Hill, have 
set about making their first 
anniversary significant lo the com- 
munity around them. One year on. 
sponsored by BP, is an attempt to 
draw people into the Barbican from 
the local community lie they ILii 
dwellers m City eominuteis, to 
attempt to break down the Bat hi- 
can’s image as an alien and confus- 
ing place. The emphasis will be on 
youth, morning sessions for junior 
age children, afternoons fur secon- 
dary and evenings for the general 
public. Jenny Mackintosh, wno has 
organized the programme, says she 
has employed a “scatter gun techni- 
que”. taking up ideas from llic com- 
pany and using contacts with schools 
whenever possible. Talents within 
thc company will get an airing they 
otherwise might not: actors working 
in schools, ns painters or musicians, 
young would-be directors getting a 
chance. There are some intriguing 
offerings, including a new nlay cal- 
led Level With Us at lunch times. 
An Orestaeia - a participation show 
fur juniors. Acting and the Art of 
Greengrocery, a workshop with 
Rugcr Rees (March 1 . 2.3llpm). Four- 
a-side Quiz between the RSC and 
Arsenal footballers (March 7. 
3.30pm). other workshops, films, 
backstage tours and two discussion 
evenings. The Arts in London 
(February 21. 7.30pm) and Fiddling 
While Rome Bums? about popular 
theatre (February 22, 7.30pm).

Theatre digest 


A Short Guide to Modern British 
Drama. By John Russell Brown. 
Heinemann Educational Books £2.95. 
0 435 18372 9 

One hundred pages would seem all 
too short for even the shortest of 
guides to modern British drama; 
when this Is effectively reduced to 
JO. the Guide becomes little more 
than a monograph. The remaining 
60 puges are devoted to two-page 
synopses and commentaries on 
plays and inevitubly such brevity 
curtails their value. John Russell 
Brown writes with clarity and insight 
in part une, and his classification of 
modern British drama into six 


groups justifies more space. His 
approach is magnanimous and disin- 
terested; he does not sit in judg- 
ment but draws attention to differ- 
ences in critical opinion. 

It is tempting with such a book to 


draw up a list of omissions, and it is 
surprising to find mention of Robert 
Holman and not of Janies Saunders, 
of Jonathan Gems and not of Pam - 
indeed, the whole group of seven- 
ties’ women playwrights with Caryl 
Churchill in their van receive no 
mention. However, the range of 
playwrights considered is impressive, 
and few will quarrel with the choice 
overall.

Nor is Tom 
MtOrath the writer you would most 
aped to see rubbing knees with 
primary one and two, for, of the 
siring of credits to his name that 
include Laurel and Hardy and 
Animals he is probably best known 
for The Hardman the dramatic study 
of the criminal career and early pris- 
on life of Jimmy Boyle, Glasgow’s 
but-known ex-con. 

(Jelling this whale of a writer into 
foe primaiy classrooms has been a 
'beat catch for Edward Jackson, 
administrator of the local theatre 
company known as Borderline. Ask 
biqi the meaning of the name and 
be will patiently explain that his 
immunity theatre works the theat- 
rical no-man's-land between the 
^alablished theatre and the great un-

West London is one of the most 
Hkhpnting theatres in Britain. The 
Pdka Children's Theatre in Wimb- 
tpkm offers children a world of fan- 
tasy, colour and magic. It both en- 
tertains and educates. Polka puts on 
plays, puppet shows, has performing 
clowns, magicians and story tellers 
plus workshops and recreational

Children of all ages and 
abilities arc catered for in a relaxed 
but stimulating atmosphere. 

. Polka was the brainchild of 
Richard Gill who opened it 15 years 
ag>. It is a charity, relying heavily 
ou sponsorship and donations. 
There, is a touring company plus a 
team of resident actors.. The plays 
«e petformed by either actors or 
j wnonettes or both, and are equally 
entertaining and educational. As 
Judy Veriker, Press Officer pointed 
oj, "Polka works to an extremely 
Wgn standard,, something which you 
not often ; find in children’s 
“Mire.

when his company is ' stumping ;

And 
although other “celebrity" writers, 
like Billy Connolly and John Byrne, 
have written for Borderline. Tom 
McGarth is the first to be asked to 
write for the youngest audience. 

Edward Jackson is only too aware 
of the difference between play- 
wrights and their fellow poets and 
novelists, for whereas the [alter are 
only too willing to aim their type- 
writers at the juvenile market, very 
few stage-writers take on the very 
considerable challenge of writing 
drama for the young. He sees this as 
a reckless disregard for income on 
the part of the writer, in the short 
term as in the long, for they cast 
away an opportunity to cultivate the 
audience of the future. 

Tom McGrath has become part of 
a well-oiled operation. For the 
eighth successive year, Borderline 1 
will spend a month of daily, and > 
occasionally twice-daily, perform-

g round, a quiet room where chil- 
ren can read or draw, and a de- 
lightful cafe known as the Polka 
Pantry designed like an old- 
fashioned train. There is also an 
exquisite collection of puppets, an 
exhibition of toys, model theatres, 
dolls and Punch and Judv booths. 

Seeing a play performed, getting 
the feel for it, being involved, parti- 
cipating (which is exactly what the 
audience at Polka do) is the most 
effective method of helping a child 
learn and retain information. As Ms 
Veriker said, "Craft education is 
underestimated in schools today. At 
Polka, children can become involved 


ances in primary schools, on an inte- 
grated drama project. The company 
recognize that "teaching is teaching, 
but actors are only actors, and thev 
P^sent their performance lo the 
children knowing that their perform- 
ance is merely an experience, like a 
nature ramble or a radio program- 
me. that a willing teacher can use as 
an educational tool". 

At the outset, the company de- 
pends on the help of Hugh Pater- 
son, the primary adviser for Ayr. 
who mediates the wishes of the 
teacher, and monitors and evaluates 
the choice of theme, and its treni- 
ment. This year the discussions 
came up with the idea of “vandalism 
and the care of the environment". 
Back came Tom McGrath with the 
idea for The Phone Box. 

This particular item of British 
Telecom Is an archetypal Borderline 
location, set between a large hous- 
ing estate. The “Old Town", and 
what used to be called “the country- 
side". The phone box is the meeting 
place for a gang of three, and the 


play is about their relationship with 
each other, and with the adults who 
come to use the phone. The phone 
box conveys both the real and 
metaphorical need for communica- 
tion and contact. Throw in the fact 
that the gang and the adults add up 
to a representative slice of contem- 
porary attitudes to vandalism nnd 
conservation, and you have the play 
from the teacher's point of view. All 
that is missing is the visual nnd 
humorous treatment that will enter- 
tain primary one and upward, and 
keep them watching and thinking. 

Company nnd author are mnking 
every effort to gel the mixture rieht. 
The ideas are agreed with the advis- 
er. and the actors work wilh the 
writer in rehearsnl. The production 
is'then tested in n workshop wilh n 
representative audience, and the 
reactions mensured. There is no 
condescension in playing to six-year- 
olds. “Children are not anything like 
ns naive as we would like to be- 
lieve.” says Edward Jackson, "they 
are just little people". 


In the early years of the scheme, 
it was important to build up the 
trust and the confidence of the 
teachers. Headteachers were reluc- 
tant to admit these Thespian gyp- 
sies. Now, happily, headteachers 
and the company are on first-name 
terms, and those promoted away 
from Ayr tend to keep up their 
connexion with Borderline. 

Otherwise, cost keeps the primary 
lour to the Ayr division. There is a 
demand by teachers, and a willing- 
ness on the part of the company, for 
an extended tour, but although the 
Arts Council have offered a "pound 
for pound 11 incentive grant, the 
poverty of the I.e.a.s keeps diem at 
home. 

Nevertheless, the work goes on. 
maybe only for one month in twelve 
at present, but Edward Jackson 
has a dream of a full-time, specialist 
children's theatre, for children, ab- 
out children, nnd by quulily play- 
wrights. Tom McGrath may just be 
the first step in that long journey. 


only be given the same opportunity 
as the able-bodied child but also be 
treated the same. At present they 
run mime shows for tne deaf and 
equip them with a script before 
seeing a play, and run sound plays 
for the blind with much emphasis on 
touch and smell. 

Polka has recently held a com- 
petition to find the best play written . 
for children. Sainsburys sponsored 
the competition, the results of which 
are to be announced at the end of 
February. The winning play will be 
published and then performed by 
Polka and the successful playwright 


in the practical aspect of theatre - 
the making of puppets und props in 
the workshops as well as enjoying a 


performance. Drama encompasses 
so many, arts and senses that there is 
always some aspect which will 
appeal to a child and encourage him 
to ’have a go*. It’s marvellous to see 
shy, self-conscious children really 
come out of themselves here. They 
feel inspired nnd stimulated. They 
waul to do well nnd they, want to 
learn." 

But the work does not stop here. 
Polka has been carefully and 
thoughtfully designed to suit all the 

3 1roments of the handicapped 
. From the construction of n lift 
and ramps to the height of work- 
shop benches and seats in the au-' 
ditorium, the disabled child can use 
all the facilities on ofFor. They run 
workshops especially for the dis- 
abled. Drama therapy is vital and 
Polka emphasizes that they must not 


will receive £1,000. Polka' were de- 
lighted by the enormous response 
(over 270 scripts flooded in) and will 
be uble to use some of the extreme- 
ly good runners-up in their reper- 
toire.

Call to arms 
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Philosophy In Hit* Twentieth Cen- 
lur>'. liy A J Ayer.

Tins fnsiurv was origin n liy conceived 
us u sequel to Bertrand Russell’s A 
History a} Western Philosophy bin. 
ns the author points out. it trespas- 
ses on some of Russell's territory 
ami it covers the ground with less 
concern for social and political de- 
tail. There are oilier differences too. 
The surveyor is closer to his subjects 
and provides a less rounded vision; 
the text is more allusive and prob- 
ably more difficult for the non-pro- 
fessional; the tone is not so consis- 
tently sardonic, nor the style sti relj- 
atik cniertnining. 

Still, this is faint criticism, lor 
Russell's model is, in its way, a 
majestic achievement. Besides, 
there arc many positive features 
which Ayer's book shares in com- 
mon with its predecessor. The writ- 
ing is brisk, the argument vigorous, 
flic judgment fearless. 

The opening chapter discusses re- 
current philosophical problems and 
the sense in which philosophy makes 
progress. Three major debates arc 
picked out ns of special importance: 
realism versus idealism, rationalism 
versus empiricism and monism ver- 
sus pluralism. Ayer argues dial phi- 
losophy advances such debates so 


attempts to argue a physicalist. 
theory of mind. Together "with a 
final chapter on more recent figures 
of philosophical impnitancu, they 
cover i he mainstream of English- 
speaking philosophy. There are two 
oilier chapters, one on R G Colling- 
wonJ, the major non-aiiiilyiicnl En- 
glish philosopher of the century, and 
die other on continental thinkers: 
this contains a useful, sympathetic 
discussion of MeHciUi-Puniy and 
some harsh words - more school- 
masterly than muslerlv- on Heideg- 
ger and Sartre. 

Ayer gives a helpful and well 
placed account of Broad's theory of 
mind hut he Jails. surprisingly," to 
relate it to die filler physicalist views 
which he discusses. More scriouslv. 
he displays impatience with those 
later views and is much too quick in 
ho dismissal of them. This is a pity 
since the views in question - broadly 
speaking, functionalist in tendency - 
arc at the forefront of current dis- 
cussion. 

So fur as English-speaking phi- 
losophy goes, there are two majnri 
omissions in die hook. The first, 1 
mentioned by Ayer, is recent moral' 

- and political - philosophy. The 
other is unniciiiioned and perhaps 
more surprising.

Social investigation, in Edward 
ShilsJ phrase, is a kind of moral 
conviviality - a method of collective 
self-knowledge. It can be used and 
therefore it can be abused. Here are 
five new books on these uses and 
abuses. The one with which to begin 
is Introduction to Social Research. 

I know of no better elementary 
account of the logic and nature of 
social analysis. This is a second edi- 
tion. revising and bringing up-to- 
date the 1970 original. The Blalocks 
are careful not to assume that the 
reader already possesses their own 
statistical sophistication. Instead 
they move methodically and in clear 
tight prase through the process of 
research from its context through 
theory construction, and types of 
measurement, the design of inquiry 
the principal methods of data collec- 
tion analysis, and the use of results 
for policy formation. It is not only 
an essential introduction for stu- 
dents; it offers a clear picture for 
non-social science renders of sociol-

Tun 
often in contempt narv Britain a 
negative answer is given out of 
ignorance. lint no oiie could read 
The Uses of Social Reseat ch and fail 
to emerge without a more mluiiiicd 
view of the complexity ol the ques- 
tion. Marlin Buhner has been re- 
sponsible foi editing a series of 
books in recent yenis on the 
methods ol social enquiry and is a 
resjjccied authiirily. Here lie has 
provided a useful summary of the 
history of applied research in Britain 
from early in the nineteenth ccnturv 
against which he considers most of 
the main problems of the relation 
between social science and govern- 
ment. The picture of a subtle bar- 
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ly complementary interests emerges 
clearly. Within that bargain the 
potential utility of a social science 
(properly balanced theory and its 
application) remains to he under- 
stood and exploited. 

Social Science Research and Pub- 
lic Policy Making conveys much the 
same message, but with a focus 
more on educational research and 
rather less coherently, as is typically 
the consequence of putting together 
the proceedings of n conference. 

Relations between social research 
and public policy normally raises 
ethical issues in one form or 
another. But ethical considerations 
are more nr less acutely present in 
any social enquiry at ciicli of its 
stages front conception to dissemina- 
tion. Ethics ami Social Science Re- 
search is a competent American in- 
troduction to the literature. Marlin 
□ulnier s collection of essays, Social 
Research Ethics, concentrates on 
covert participant observation - a 
set of methods which minimize con- 
scious cooperation from those who 
arc being studied. It has made con- 
tributions to social scientific know- 
ledge, as D L Rosenhan shows in 
his chapter “On Being Sane in In- 
sane Places ". Bui its ethical difficul- 
ties arc formidable. As Buhner con- 
cludes, the sociologist who thinks of 
using covert participant observation 
whether in a school, n factoiy. or a 
prison .should consider curcluily Hint 
the method may be ethically objec- 
hunnl and scientifically unnecessary.

The trouble is, I have this problem 
with the word "sibling''. (I have a 
similar one. well known nnd gleeful- 
ly traded upon in my family, with 
the word “broth”, hut that is 
another, entirely irrelevant, story.) 
This being so. to he- faced with a 
book actually called Siblings, and 
which presents the dreaded word 13 
times in the first two pages is a bit 
like being asked to listen to a quad- 
raphonic recording of somebody 
scratching the bottom of a saucepan 
with his fingernails. 

However, prejudice dutifully de- 
clared, I must man fully to mv task, 
for Hm I not an Only Child” And 
am I not therefore, according to 
Wilson and Edingion, “prone . . . 
to put up a brave, stoic front while 
keeping your deepest hopes, fears 
and opinions to yourself.",’ 

Siblings is derived from a scries of 
observations, mode at intervals over 
15 months, of 40 firstborn children, 
the observation period being timed 
to cover the birth and early develop- 
ment of a second child in each fami- 
ly. The aim was to gather informa- 
tion about the way the older chil- 
dren reacted to their new status as 
brothers and sisters and thus to pro- 
vide systematic data in an area 
where much advice - often claimed 
as “expert” - is nlready proffered. 

The results shed interesting and 
helpful light on a well known area 
of fondly concern. For example, 
although advisers have commonly 
made parents feel responsible - 
perhaps even guilty - when there 
has been jealousy and disturbance, 
these authors point to other findings 
which modify this easy allocation of 
blame. Thus, in what sense can we 
blame a mother for having n verv 
close und sensitive relationship with 
her firstborn, even though this vciy 
closeness can cause problems when 
the new baby comes? 

By shifting the focus of investiga- 
tion front the parent child rela- 
tionship to that between children 
this book breaks new ground in a 
useful way. 

First Child, Second Child, while 
being less formally a research study 
than is Siblings, is nevertheless 
based upon long study and experi- 
ence of the effect of position in the 
family. Couched chattily in the 
second person singular it reads a bit 
like the astrology column in a local 
paper: 

Regardless of the age gap be- 
tween you and your younger sis- 
ter, yours is the male ordinal posi- 
tion most like to be the uood 
Guy. 


toricai geography. The English 
Medieval Landscape's claim to origi- 
nality lies in its separate treatment 
of each component, fields, forests, 
monasteries, roads and so on. 
Though introduction and conclusion 
briefly survey (be landscape in total- 
ity, regionaf distinctiveness largely 
sups by unnoticed. The approach 
shows up the complexities, varieties 
and sophistications of medieval in- 
stitutions, qualifying and challenging 
easy generalizations, and the inevit- 
able repetition serves to bring out 
clearly some general patterns of 
ndvance and decay. 

In contrast to this practical de- 
scription Robin Butlin, having 
already passed this way himself.

Mizes, ponders and conceptual- 
A “digest”, he calls The Trans- 
formation of Rural England, a brief 
critical study of explanations prop- 
ounded by assorted historians, eco- 
nomists, geographers and Marxists 
for certain crucial changes. Once 
past a defensive thicket of wordy 
generalization we are quickly into a 
compact and valuable commentary 
on recent work, enlivened by some 
shrewd quotations. Perhaps the neat 
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design, best sums up a key finding 
of both books.

Nevertheless, the honk provides 
an enie rtninirig and instructive 
sounding hoard Tor the reader's awn 
personal experience and observa- 
tion. By a variety of permutations - 
"Younger Sister of Older Brother”; 
“Older Sister uf Younger Sister" - 
no less dim i lo different birth orders 
are identified nntl given thcii in- 
dividual cha meat eristics. Reading ab- 
out myself as “Only Boy" 1 found 
passages which were opposite to the 
point of creepiness. and others 
whicli were laughably off beam: 
Organizations and committees 
arc doing themselves ... a great 
service, when they appoint von as 
their recording secretary. . 
Gentlemen, they nre doing them- 
selves an even bigger favour when 
they chouse absolutely anybody 
else! 

The book is entirely readable, en- 
tertaining in a sort of pop-scientific 
xvny. and also undoubtedly adds 
much to our understanding of un 
area wreathed about with folklore 
and assumption. 

The real problem about these 
books, though, is that this sort uf 
emotional topic is much better dealt 


with by a novelist Hum by people 
with clipboards. To their eternal 
credit Dunn and Kciuirick turn in 
their closing paragraphs to Keats 
and George Eliot. “Tne intensity of 
the joys and sorrows of the world of 
brother and sister are perhaps more 
poignantly captured in The Mill on 
the Floss than in any other work". 
Their hook closes with a good 
chunk of George Eliot. 

Given all of this, though, these 
hooks (ogelliet provide valuable in- 
sights and will be useful for those 
who have dealings with children and 
families. In particular do they add a 
little stiffening .to the somewhat 
homespun advice usually proffered 
by teachers, doctors and" health visi- 
tors.

I reive is of committed teachers 
energetically promoting their subject 
m schools, often against the odds. 
They are seen to engage, as a mat- 
ter of course, in a complex process 
or planning and research, assessing 
pupils needs, active reflection and 
the search for significant experience. 

Approaching Classroom Drama, 
te one of series on education called 
Teaching Matters, a fact which is 
significant in itself.

However. this perspective 
obscures, and may even deny, the 
significance of any of the broader 
issues concerned with causation and, 
through its limited vision, it hinders 
the emergence of any understanding 
of the underlying factors that have 
governed world development. 

The English education system has 
traditionally stressed the importance 
of the detailed scrutiny of material, 
generally within a recognised spe- 
cialist study such as history, geogra- 
phy or economics. Most A level and 
many degree courses are still con- 
structed around the concept thBt 
academic rigour can only be 
iobtained in this way. 

Yet one of the characteristics of 
the 16-20 age group is the need to 
confront the “Big" issues at both a 
personal and group level. Their 
knowledge and understanding of the 
advanced industrial societies and the 
Third World may well be gov- 
erned by idiosyncratic moral precon- 
ceptions, and factual information of 
little significance outside its context. 

By denying the broader horizons 
in their formal education we abdi- 
cate responsibility for developing 
rational, analytical skills being used 
to confront issues that inevitably in- 
volve concepts drawn from many 
subject disciplines. 

World Development and Europe's 
Long-term Rise is an excellent tape. 
It stimulates thought along new 
lines, and provides a means for 
teachers both in sixth forms and 
higher education to introduce stu- 
dents to these ideas. It is not only 
an introduction to the approaches of 
the two scholars engaged in this 
recorded debate - Eric Jones of

of Exeter - but also, through the 
brief, good bibliography, to the 
latest works of the major figures in 
the field: Cipolla, Braudel, McNeill. 

The speakers attempt to answer 
two interlocking questions: why sus- 
tained industrial growth did not take 
place in any of the other major 
zones of the world, and what made 
Europe unique in this respect? 

Jones, following his book The 
European Miracle, initiates the dis- 
cussion with an attack on Rostow’s 
“Take-off" model of economic 
growth as simplistic, leading to a 
Belief that industrialization can be 
replicated over the world with little 
difficulty following a common pat- 
tern of stages of development. 

Rather than criticising this model 
for simplifying English or American 
conditions, tne speakers pursue a 
global investigation into what char- 
acterised the peasant farming 
societies in which 80% of world 
population lived at the beginning of 
the eighteenth century. They use 
geographical and economic explana- 
tions tor historical trends, such as 
the limitations created by disease 
amongst both man and animal in 
“wet Africa" which made the 
achievement of a high level civilisa- 
tion in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries precarious and vulnerable 
to nomadic attacks from the arid 
north (part of their “dry Africa" 
zone). 

The low level equilibrium or 
“trap” model involving permanent 
peasant poverty is used to explain 
the failure of the great Asiatic civi- 
lisations either to move beyond 
periodic and short-lived, though 
magnificent, cultural flowerings, or 
to develop incipient industrialisation 
such as the medieval Chinese utilisa- 
tions of mill technology. 

They argue that Europe had a 
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prpblems nor. will it be equally. rer. 
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number of features that gave it sig- 
nificant advantages over other cul- 
ture zones, which enabled it to 
break free from the peasant cultiva- 
tion economy. The absence of zonal 
Empire after thc disintegration of . 
the Roman world ensured varied 
regional development. 

This was a case partly of the ab- 
sence of all-embracing regressive 
taxation, and partly the peculiarly 
European geographic ana climatic 
diversity stimulating extensive inter- 
regional trade, most significantly in 
non- luxury goods (eg. Uie exchange 
of wool for fruits). 

War might be common, but it was 
rarely as continuous or as destruc- 
tive as the internecine struggles of 
the Asiatic Empires, and wuh the 
growth of extra-European Empires 
could to some extent be external- 
ised. Cordons sanltaires and in- 
creasingly good internal communica- 
tions restricted the impact of disease 
and famine, whilst competitive de- 
velopment within the different 


European states helped stimulate a 
,long phase of pre- industrial tech- 
nological change. 

A summary hardly does justice to 
the breadth of their explanations or 
the insights they provide. The short 
teacher s handbook will help isolate 
the main points and suggests a few 
possible lines to follow in discussion. 
A larj*e world wall map will be 
essential, but with it there is an 
exciting means of provoking 
reasoned examination of both past 
and contemporary problems. 

There is one qualification. Sussex 
Tapes seem to nave allowed their 
high recording standards to lapse. 
The tapes to which I have listened 
contained an unattractive fuzziness 
at the end of some words, rather 
like that produced by home record- 
ings made too close to the mic- 
rophone. I hope that it is confined 
to the first batch from which my two 
examples came: this is too good a 
product to be spoilt by a technical 
weakness.

Frances Farrer on ‘In Front of the Children 


CHILDREN’S TELEVISION 
In Front of the Children 
BBC! 

Wednesday's 50-minute celebration 
of 60 years of children’s broadcast- 
ing offered something for everyonc- 

( ns they say in showbiz. There were 
memories and anecdotes, dips from 
Andy Pandy, comments from the 
Controller. There were Interviews 
with some of the original wireless 
broadcasters and film of their stu- 
dios. We were reminded of the early 
radio work of stars such as Gordon 
Jackson, Stanley Baxter, and Tam- 
Troot. '^ iere w as reminiscence 
with Kathleen Garscadden - or Anti 
(Auntie) Cyclone, as she was then. 
There were glimpses of Larry the 
I Lamb and Margaret Thatcher. 

ft was ail done rather ponderous- 
ly. as self-congratulation often is. 
One problem was the use of John 
Craven as presenter, interviewer, 
and link person, Mr Craven’s News- 
tound is an excellent programme, 
deservediy popular. Mr Craven him- 
self. however, is unchaiismatic and 
an uninspired Interviewer. This was ‘ 
a disadvantage -in , a programme 
overloaded with interviews. 

Through these we were given nos- 
talgic stories of early wireless broad* 
casting, of the degree of amateurish- 
ness and improvisation. "Well, then 
it got to be five o'clock**, they re- 
call, “so r went into the studio and 
put on a bit of music and then I told 
a story.”

Maths Games is a series of ten 10- 
minute programmes for children 
aged 10—12 years. They would be 
■useful with older primary-school 
[juniors, or with younger pupils in 
secondary schools. The programmes 
consist of n series of short items: 
number puzzles, practical activities, 
interesting facts and various kinds of 
food for thought. Incidentally, they 
contain no games! 

Johnny Ball is a personality well- 
ed by children. He speaks in a 
quiet, friendly and sympathetic way 
and the listener works with him, 
following instructions and trying out 
his suggestions. To follow the pro- 
grammes satisfactorily, it is essential 
to use the worksheets contained in a 
cheap, BBC booklet which also in- 
cludes programme notes and sugges- 
,tions for further activities and 
'reading. 

Fibonacci numbers 

The material is extremely well 
chosen for the age range; the topics 
; are interesting and each has a gen- 
uinely mathematical point. The ear- 
y programmes contain some well- 
known number tricks and puzzles 
Advice is given on how to add up 
the numbers 1-100. and how to use 
me Fibonacci numbers to convert 
miles into kilometres.

Sometimes Johnny Ball says 
"switch me off” so thut the listener 
can cut out some paper shapes, or 
work out a problem. 

Maths Games can he highly recom- 
mended as a valuable source of 
material for teachers wishing to en- 
liven and enrich their pupils’ math- 
ematical work.

Mathscore , reviewed in The TES 
last term, continues into the spring 
term. The very high quality of this 
senes is maintained. Aimed at 
roughly the same age range as 
Maths Games, each Mathscore pro- 
gramme focuses on one topic. The 
topics contain a skilful blend of 
emphasis on conventional mathema- 
tics and enrichment material. The 
visual presentation mainly uses stu- 
dio demonstrations with animated 
diagrams. It is very clear and 
straightforward. 

Mathscore is really two series. 
Mathscore One covers the same 
topics as Mathscore Two, but is 
somewhat easier. This gives teachers 
a choice of level and enables com- 
binations of programmes to be 
arranged as necessary.

Brothers' "Merry Melodies" ur 
"Loony Tunes" imprint were simi-

Undivided attention to the movies 
was reserved for the serial, the 
dramatic peak of a two-wul-a-half 
hour rammy which crossed the aes- 
thetic experience of the Roman Cir- 
cus with the social activities of su- 
permarket shopping and disco. 

Children’s matinees were orga- 
nized by the Children's Film Found- 
atiun, established by the film indus- 
iiy in 1951 to try to inculcate the 
habit of cinema going in the very 
)uung. Unlike every other Euro- 
pean country, Britain has never had 
any coherent government or trade 
policy on children’s cinema. The 
CFF is not funded by the govern- 
ment through any cultural agency. It 
is funded by the trade itself, partly 
by subventions from the Eady Fund, 
a production incentive fund drawn 
bv an 8% levy imposed on the sale 
w every cinema ticket; and partly 
through a system of special union 
agreements which allowed the CFF 
to make films more cheaply than 
anv other British producer.

obviously aimed at a mainstream 
theatrical and television release. 
And it is negotiating with the SFD 
(the major film distributors’ body), 
the BFTPA (the film producers’ 
association) and the unions for the 
right to sell its entire catalogue to 
television. 

Yet it is this aim which points 
most bluntly to the dilemma in 
which the CFF finds itself. Since the 
early 70s British cinema nudiences 
have been declining annually, with 
1982 the leanest year ever. And 
with declining audiences, the local 
cinemas which were the CFF’s ex- 
hibition base have been rapidly dos- 
ing. Even those cinemas which re- 
main open have been doing so by 
programming cash-earning late night 
shows which have forced them, with 
severely limited staffing, to abandon 
children’s matinees. 

Praiseworthy though the CFF’s 
reassessment of its role may be. it is 
undeniably n case of too little too 
late; because it is not simply the 
CFF which must be askeil to review 
its policies - the whole question of 
children’s relationship with cinema 


needs to be nosed, and urgently. 
Over (he last decade, while the 


CFF was becoming ever more mori- 
bund. children’s cinema has come to 
be signified by the “family” enter- 
tainment purveyed hy a series of 
Hollywood blockbusters headlined 
by George Lucas’s Star Wins and 
77ic Umpire Strikes Back, Steven 
Spielberg's Jaws, Raiders of the Lost 
Ark and ET, and the Salkinds’ in- 
terim tion >il co-production Superman 
series. 

Even the Disney organisation, 
formerly the technically superlative 
but thematically conservative bas- 
tion of children's entertainment, has 
abandoned ils founder's belief in 
appealing to the child in the adult 
by attempting to corral the adult in 
the child with a misbegotten produc- 
tion programme - The Black Hole, 
Dragonsinyer, The Watcher on the 
Woods - which is aimed at a joint 
adult/lecnngc/cliild audience, appeal- 
ing to none. 

What the Disney organisation lias 
been searching for is the biggest 
market of all: audiences from ages 5 
to 85. The kind of world- wide hit 
which liaiisfonns a production in- 
vestment of lens of millions of dol- 
lars into profits of hundreds of mil- 
lions. Wliat the industry calls u 
"megalnick" movie. 

The stakes are high - even the 
relatively modest, starless ET cost 
Slflm; but the profits can be astro- 
nomical. Producers seek to cover 
themselves in two ways: by limiting 
their matcriul to relatively safe ana 
proven subjects; and by aiming to 
increase their audience span. So it is 
no longer seen ns viable to produce

films specifically for a children’s au- 
dience. Films have to be “cross- 
overs" to the lucrative teen and adult 
audiences. 

The other key point about “mega- 
buck” production is that there is a 
lot less of it. A few very expensive 
films with huge audiences, instead 
of a large number of smaller films 
each with a smailer audience share. 

So while it can be argued that as 
many children are going to the 
movies as ever, it should he under- 
stood that most of them are seein 
fewer films in larger numbers. Am_ 
the spare capacity of talent created 
by this pared-down production prog- 
ramme is being used, not to create 
more and different filmic experi- 
ences, but to exploit the ancillary 
markets in toys, video games and 
T-shirts. 

It is not the aim of this article to 
attack the very real achievements of 
the Spielberg-Lucas-Salklnd films. 
Indeed, these films and others like 
them are vital to the continued ex- 
istence of cinema as a social prac- 
tice. But the loss of children’s cine- 
ma through the inability of our film 
industry to produce any alternative 
is a very real one. It is a denial of 
heterogeneity.

Bank has agreed to sponsor the 
ICA’s children's programme. It lias 
always been notoriously difficult to 
find sponsorship for any cinema 
programme because it is usually re- 
garded as part of a lucrative indus- 
try, and therefore ineligible. 

Undoubtedly these children's pro- 
grammes help to broaden young 
people’s knowledge and understand- 
ing of cinema, but support is not 
being given to the production of new 
work for children in (his country. 
The onl^ hopeful sign of recent 



times has been the establishment of 
the Children's Film Unit, an educa- 
tional charity which has been built 
on the work of former teacher Colin 
Rnbow. 

As a teacher, Finbow set up the 
Forest Hill School Film Unit in 1969 
as a way of deepening and broaden- 
ing his pupils’ interest in and re- 
sponse to their reading. Their first 
Project was an adaptation of part of 
Golding's Lord of the Flies , and 
over the next ten years the Unit 
produced a series of short films writ- 
ten, acted, photographed and edited 
by the pupils, directed by Finbow,- 
and funded from the proceeds of an 
annual "film festival*' held in the 
school itself. The process of building 
skill and confidence culminated in 
the production of two feature-length 
filmsj Something Wicked This Way 
Comes (1978) based on Ray Bnuf- 
ourys novel, and The Custard Boys 
(1979), from the novel by Westmins- 
ter School headmaster John Rae.

Bill Hicks on video cameras 


When two of the world’s biggest 
camera manufacturers, Olympus and 
Canon, each launched complete 
portable video systems in the UK 
late last year, it seemed that the 
photographic industry’s long-awaited 
counter attack on usurping electro- 
nics firms had begun in earnest. 
Other famous names are expected 
to enter the video fold this year, 
bringing, U is to be hoped, a new 


2,|S on simple, truly portable 
video equipment for the non-profes- 
sional user. 

There have been no revolutions in 
borne video camera design in the 
last five years, but the process of 
evolution has been rapid. Sony, 
JVC, Hitachi, Gnindig, Philips and 
others now offer cameras with fea- 
tures such as high-powered, moto- 
rised zoom lenses, automatic gain 
control, automatic exposure, elec- 
tronic viewfinders, anti highly sensi- 
tive Saticon pick-up tubes, which 
have been adapted 'from profession- 
al TV cameras. Some (Panasonic 
and Hitachi) have introduced auto- 
matic focusing, or rather copied 
the idea from the Super 8 home 
movie cameras (which have also 
supplied most of the ergonomics for 
the smaller hand-held video 
cameras). 

Sony, 'in its HVC3000P, offered 
the first positive-negative special 
effects feature, which also enables 
direct presentation of colour nega- 
tives in positive form on a TV 
screen. JVC's new S-100E includes a 
zoom microphone, which narrows its 
angle of sensitivity as the lenses 
home in on a distant subject. 

And yes, the cameras have been 
getting lighter and easier to use. 


Sharp's "foolproof" XC51H - de- 

VS* for ““ w 'th its compact 
VH5-C portable recorder - weighs 
just over 1kg. while a fully-speci- 
fied shoulder-mounted "ENG"-style 
camera like the Sony HVC3(MP 
weighs under 3kg. Price have not, 
however, fallen in line with those of 
recorders due to high production 
costs of the tubes ana relatively low 
volume of output, so that the 
cheapest colour video cameras are 
still round £300. 

Against this background, perhaps 
the most surprising feature of the 
Olympus and Canon launches, is how 
late they come. The three “domes- 
bc" formats, VHS, Betamax and 
V2000, are firmly established for the 
next few years. As Technicolour dis- 
covered. with its less than happy 
launch of the compact CVC format, 
any attempt to introduce a more 
portable format is likely to be 
doomed, particularly as the biggest 
companies are now working for a 
common mini-video format for 1985. 

So Olympus and Canon have fol- 
lowed the safe but wise route of 
adopting the VHS format - both, 
coincidentally, going to the same 
Japanese manufacturer, Matsushita 
for their hardware (though stange- 
ly , not choosing that company’s 
latest, lightweight VHS-C system re- 
cently launched by its subsidiary 
Panasonic in this country). 

Rather disappointing to those 
who know Olympus and Canon as 
innovators in the field of 35mm SLR 
camera design is the fact that they 
have also both gone to the same 
manufacturer . for their first video 
cameras. The Olympus VX 301 E 
and Canon VC-10 are both excellent

cameras, as is the Panasonic WVP 
100 E on which they are based. 

Each camera company has, bow- 
er, made its own special refine- 
ments. The Canon version uses that 
company's well-tried auto-focusing 
system; Olympus uses a different 
auto-focusing system and 12-72mm 
lens as against Canon's ll-70mm 
lens. 

Canon uses a “Saticon" pick- 
up tube, whereas Olympus uses a 
"Newcosvicon" - each, apparently, 
giving comparable image resolution, 
with Olympus having a slight edge 
on low-light sensitivity (claiming 
that recordings can be made at light 
levels of 30 lux, which equates to a 
dimly-lit interior). 

Frill automation and shoulder- 
mounting leaves the hands free for 
the important tasks of steadying and 
aiming the camera, and controlling 
the recording - which in the case of 
both Canon and Olympus cameras is 
made simple by a full set of remote, 
soft-touch recorder controls on the 
left side of the lens barrel. Here 
also are the controls for the cam- 
era's one real novelty - a built-in 
character generator which allows the 
addition of simple subtitles (by a 
laborious process of selection from 
60 characters) or date captions, or a 
running stop-watch (as favoured in 
TV recordings of sports events). 

Other refinements - posi-neg, 
auto-white controls -for colour ba- 
lance, fade-in and fade-out buttons 
and left or right-eye electronic view- 
finder Jin effect a 1 in black-and- 
white Tv, allowing instant replay of 
shots on location) - are. by now 
fairly standard on “state of the art” 
cameras like these, costing around 
£700. 

For a more radical approach, we 
will probably have to wait until late 
spring when another Japanese 
camera company, Koriishiroku, Is 
expected to introduce its first video 


camera under the Konica brand 
name. 

Shown at last October's Photo- 
kina exhibition in Cologne, the 
Konica Colour VC immediately 
announces itself as being the result 
of some fresh thinking an the design 
of video cameras. It is a compact, 
hand-held camera, upright in layout * 
about 8in tall, 4in long and 2in 
wide, and weighs 690g, in other 
words, small and light enough to fit 
into a pocket. 

It is, however, well specified, with 
a I0-30mm, fl.8 zoom lens, and a 
Viin Saticon tube, auto-iris and 
three-position white balance control. 

Focusing and zoom are manual, and 
it has an optical through-lhe-lens 
viewfinder (though a 1 in. electronic 
■viewfinder will be available as an 
add-on option). 

Its power consumption of 4.1W 
is about 10-20 per cent less than I 
most other cameras, giving valuable 
extra minutes shooting time from 
one charge of the power-pack. 

The Konica will be marketed as a 
“universal" video camera for use 
with any make of recorder, and an 
ndapior will be available for the 
various types of plugs and sockets 
used by the main manufacturers 
(this, in fact, is the only real barrier 
to any make of video camera being 
used with any other make of video 
recorder, provided they are all to 
the same TV standard).

innovations. Most eagerly awaite ‘v 
the consumer- format “ cameo rde.

The rapid development of (lie 
VHS-C format by JVC, and the 
promise of an equivalent compact 
version of the European V2000 for- 
mat from Grundig, leads some to 
suggest that these “baby" versions 
of existing formats will per- 
dominate.

One of these partners, Hitachi, is 
expected to launch the first tubeless 
home video camera this spring. The 
VK-C2000 colour camera uses an 
MOS (metal oxide semiconductor) 
image sensor instead of the normal 
glass vidicon pick-up tube. 

This is not' only much smaller 
than a tube, it consumes less power 
(about 5.3W, and only Q.1W on 
standby), does not have to be 
warmed up, and does not suffer 
from the flaring after-images or 
burn-in experienced on tube-camer- 
as when pointed at brigtit lights.. 

This camera, complete with all 
the usual refinements, but weighing 
bniy J.Skg, represents. the first step 
towards a light weight camcorder. 
The ' space, that a tube' normally 
dccupies becomes available for a 
tape cassette mechanism. 

Only when camcorders become 
available will video begin to 
approach the flexibility offered by 
small-gauge cine cameras. At the. 
current rate of development, there 
should not be very- much longer to 
wait.

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Cinematic eclipse 

Is film as a medium for direct presentation in its last days? Peter 

Turner reflects 


For many, in the second half of 
their teaching careers, the decline in 


educational film is a matter of great 
regret. The excitement of an expec-

NCAVAE organization and now 
part of the EFVA, helped to cover 
the deficiency, the British market 
for educational films always re- 
mained small. An outstanding film 
might be expected to sell a few 
dozen copies and, all too often, edu- 
cational film producers were depen- 
dent upon sponsorship, subsidies 
and the overseas market. 

The education cuts of the last 
seven years have reduced the sales 
potential for British films while the 

K rai increase in costs, especially 
ur, have made The production, 
even of a short film, an expensive 
business. As the recession hit British 
Industry, commercial sponsorship 
declined while monetary policies left 
little cash for worthy causes. In- 
creasingly, the distributors, seeking 
a new market, are offering estab- 
lished titles on video at a price well 
below that of the film print. All of 
this must make any teacher wonder 
' about the future of film. . 

A . majority of film libraries have 
already- begun, the process of chang- 
ing from the distribution of film to 
Sending out Videocassettes. Surrey, 
which started the process In 1975, 
has announced that film distribution 
will end in 1984. The authority gave 
a ten year warning to allow schools 
to phase out film projector equip- 
ment and to purchase video recor- 
ders. During this period, exchanges 
of Equipment between schools : have 
been used to eliminate the need for 
further purchases of projectors. In 
other authorities, however. It seems 
likely that! the change will be sand- 
wjehed into a shorter period of time 
with greater problems of equipment 
exchange: : 

For several years after 1975, Sur- 
rey continued to purchase, replace- 


ment copies and a few new film 
titles, but in recent years this has 
ceased and all investment has been 
in video. This has permitted the 
gradual development of the video 
library while the older film library 
has been allowed to decline. 

In fact, Surrey has developed two 
distinct video libraries. The first is 
based upon u system of duplication 
from master tapes to the standards 
used by the schools. This has u total 
of several thousand titles. Each 
programme is held on a master U- 
matic cassette and then transferred, 
whenever requested, to either Phi- 
lips VCR or VHS. These domestic 
standards are used like milk bottles 
returned for constant re-filling with 
new product. 

It is unnecessary for each school 
to retain a large library of video 
material. Whenever material is 
needed it can be obtained from the 
central collection. Schools only need 
to buy tape for short-term recording 
andd to be able to hold any material 
which is in constant use. The central 
library and copying service provides 
a viable alternative to a very large 
investment in tape. 

The second library which has de- 
veloped is an almost exact replace- 
ment for the film library. It contnlns 
a finite number of copies of selected 
titles on VHS and these had to be 
booked for particular weeks. The 
reluctance of the film distributors to 
introduce licenced copying at an 
economic cost prompted this de- 
velopment at the present time, it is 
more economical to purchase single 
copies and to permit demand to 
develop before seeking a duplication 
licence. 

Although the other major film 
libraries have been slower to begin 
this process of change, nlmost all 
have been forced to reduce their 
film purchases and to institute video 
distribution.: It seems, likely, there- 
fore, that film as n medium for 
direct presentation to classes of 
pupils is in its last days. This docs 
not mean that it will be abandoned 
by film producers. 16mm film is still 
an established production format 
used quite often for video masters. 
There is no difficulty in transferring 
from film to any of the vnrious 
video standards, with little loss of 
quality, nor arc there problems in 
using film . for broadcast purposes. 

Film Is an international standard. 
It can travel easily between coun- 
ties who hnve adapted different col- 
our systems and line standards for 
their television broadcasting. Film 
prints may be used, therefore, us 
International masters in a way that 
is more difficult with videotapes.

Die recent opening of Armley Mills 
Industrial Museum in Leeds pro- 
vided a unique opportunity to give a- 
stimulus to teaching the history of 
the woollen and clothing Industries 
through the medium of colour 

”n°resulted in a 25-minute film 
which is now available for schools, 
colleges of education and teachers' 
centres. The film, entitled Scenes 
from History: the Woollen and Clo- 
thing Industries, was made by Leeds 
University School of Education his- 
tory department in conjunction with 
the university's Audio Visual Ser- 
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vice, Brantcliffe High School, Mor- 
Icy, Leeds and Armley Mills Indust- 
rial Museum. 

Any visit, whether filmed or not, 
needs careful preparation if it is to 
achieve maximum impact and the 
video underlines this. Both students 
and pupils had made a study of the 
historical background to the woollen 
and clothing industries and the so- 
da] conditions at- the turn of the 
twentieth century. The student 
(cachets had also paid a prior visit 
to the site to familiarize themselves 
with the process through which wool 
passes. Then in groups of two and 
three (hey were all’ allocated differ- 
ent short scenes, startfng with a 


bale of wool being placed on Colling 
Snowden’s barge, taken along the 
Leeds Liverpool canal through a 
lock, and unloaded at Armley Mills, 
where sorting, carding, spinning, 
weaving and the examination of 
cloth took place. The final scenes 
were set in the pattern shop and the 
sales manager’s office. 

After studying the historical back- 
ground and visiting the site the 
students then planned the acting 
and the text tor their particular 
scene, a dialogue which focused 
both on the activity in which they 
were engaged and a background 
topic, such as health, politics and 
employment conditions. 

On the day filming took place 
second form pupils, also in twos and 
threes and already assigned to differ- 
ent scenes by Jack Jackson, head of- 
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Bruntcliffe's history department, 
met up to the first time with the 
student teachers and each small 
grouP' at once went to work, re- 
hearsing their scene until it was time 
to be filmed. The preparation com- 
pleted, all those involved had the 
experience of the imaginative re- 
creation of past events, directed by 
Nicholas Salmon with a two camera 
unit. 

The atmosphere of the occasion 
was further enhanced because every- 
one taking part was in period cos- 
tume, the women and girls in high- 
necked long-sleeved blouses, long 
skirts, aprons and shawls; the men 
and boys In collarless shirts, waist- 
coats and trousers, the trousers 
tied below the knee with string 
and everyone in plain shoes. Only 
the clothes in the buying scene were 
hired and had been obtained from 
Doreen Parker through the Leeds 
Arts Centre. 

Dr Robin Moss, the Director of 
the Leeds University Audio Visual 
Service, is. now hoping the film will 
encourage teachers to engage in set- 
up projects in mining, fisheries or 
agriculture. Moreover, the film has 
helped Peter Kelley, of Armley 
Mills, bring his museum to life for 
visitors and school parties. British 
Waterways have also taken a friend- 
ly interest In it, welcoming the 
opportunity to link the canars his- 
tone role with its modem function.

Philip Williamson and Jackie Danson on an O-level 
examination in film studies 


Since I he inception uF a Film Studies 
examination was announced in IU74. 
rhe subject lias found its wav oil to 
•he curriculum of u large number of 
schools and cu lieges and of some 
institutes of higher and further 
education. But whereas, in Amer- 
ica, in 1974, there were over 30,01X1 
students working towards n degree 
in film or television, and more man 
100,(100 taking a film course as a 
subsidiary to tlicir main subject, this 
field is only now beginning to he 
recognized in Britnin as a significant 
area oF study. 

A( present, the Associated Ex- 
amining Board is the only GCE 
board with a film studies examina- 
tion at ordinary level, although, in 
allied areas, some other hoards are 
now showing an interest. 

The ABB approved .syllabus, 
however, is already well established, 
aad (his article attempts, broadly, to 
pose and to suggest answers to, four 
questions in reunion to it: why is 
such an examination nccessaiy; of 
vvliat docs it consist; how dues it 
operate; what is its future likely to 
he? Jhe answers are directed rather 
more to the general reader than to 
those people already involved in 
teaching or administering Hie sub- 
ject; and to that end we have 
attempted to avoid the use of sub- 
let specific jargon, which has 
served only to obfuscate unneces- 
I sillily many of the issues involved. 

Why js an examination in film 
I studies necessary? The justification 
| for the study of the subject has been 
j well documented else where. It in- 
cludes arguments for the need fur 
f visual literacy'', and the necessity 
I lor a cnticnl approach to so perva- 
sive a medium, whether it is re- • 
garded pre-eminently as a means of b 
entertainment, as a means of com- 
munication, as a. vehicle for social or a 


I only 156 candidates were entered 
for the first examination in 1974. 
tliis had risen to 732 by the |'ik 2 
examination, and it is likclv that 
about I.iXkj candidates will be en- 
tered this year. 

In its present from, film studies 
is an ordinary alternative (O/A) 
level examination, which means 
dial it is at a standard equivalent to 
O level, but on a syllabus judged to 
be more suitable for older students, 
such as those in a sixth form col- 
lege. or those following u foun- 
dation course at a college of art. 
Younger students are not prevented 
from taking the examination, but 
problems might be encountered if 
films with X or equivalent certification 
were to be studied. 

Although a separate examination 
question paper is set by each con- 
sortium, all of these are based on a 
common syllabus. In concept and 
format, this has remained very simi- 
lar throughout its existence, despite 



political comment, or ns an art 
form. Most well-informed educa- 
tionists would probably agree that a 
cnticnl awareness of the issues in- 
volved m cinema must be of crucial 
importance in any study of the suh- 
ject. This need in no way exclude 
the enjoyment of watching a film, 
but should ultimately enhance it. 

The examination itself fulfils a de- 
mand from students and teachers 
a J[ l5in B from a progressive view of 
the changing content of the school 
and college curriculum, and was ini- 
, by an a PPr°«ch made, in 
1971, by n group of film studies 
teachers based in the London/Essex 
area, to all relevant examining 
uuj 1 Fl m studies was estab- 
lished. and continues to operate at 
present, as a Mode II J examination, 
administered jointly by consortia of 
schools and colleges in Four broad 
geographical areas, and by the AEB. 

In this form it has the advantage 
of ensuring that, within the boun- 
daries required for accurate assess- 
ment. the syllabus fulfils the specific 
needs of centres teaching it; but the 
disadvantage that only those full- 
time students in schools and colleges 
registered as AEB centres and en- 
tering candidates for Mode I ex- 
aminations, are allowed to enter. 

None the less, interest in the sylla- 
bus has increased rnpidlv. Although 
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l wo revisions to incorporate minor 
but significant amendments. 

The syllabus is based on an 
academic, rather Lhan practical, 
study of film, and consists of four 
main areas. The section on film as 
industry and as cooperative enter- 
prise is the only compulsory one. It 
covers the notion of film u.s “pro- 
duct"; the material on which a film 
may be based; the finance involved 
in making a film; the intercon- 
nexion of production, distribution 
and exhibition; and the varying roles 
played by individuals, for example, 
the actor, director or cameraman, in 
the making of n film. 

Candidates ore required to study 
in addition, two areas from the re- 
maining three, which are: genre 
Study, authorship, or an optional 
unit. For the first two. students may 
learn about the conventions and 
ideas at work in the western, the 
gangster/crime thriller, the gothic 
film, the musical, or the melodrama- 
or about the work of an individual 
director such as Alfred Hitchcock 
or Ken Russell. The third area the 
optional unit, covers topics dealing 
with further, though frequently re- 
lated, aspects of cinema, for ex- 
ample, the star system, the

In the present economic and cdu- 
coiional climate, what is likely to be 
the fiture of the film studies ex- 
amination? The following remarks 
are offered in u speculative rather 
than in a prognostic spirit, and they 
reflect the independent views of the 
writers rather than any official ARU 

view. 

There are at least three develop- 
ments that the film studies ex- 
amination might engender, which are 
not necessarily inulunllv exclusive. 
A Mode 1 syllabus might be de- 
veloped. either at O level or at 
16 plus, which would alluw a larger 
number of candidates to enter the 
examination than is presently poss- 
ible, and would reflect more ad- 
equately the growth of the subject oil 
the curriculum. Certainly the 
numerous expressions of interest re- 
ceived by the ABB suggest that 
there is a significant demand for 
wider availability. Conceivably, tliis 
could eventually lend to nil ABB A 
level in the subject. 

Some, film studies might be- 
come incorporated into an O level 
examination embracing a wider con- 
text, such as communication nr 
media studies, either as a discrete 
option or as a compulsory comixt- 
EEl jThe AEB already offers » 
syllabus and examination in com- 
munication studies at A level ) 
Film studies is frequently found in 
such a context in the curriculum at 
the present lime. 

Another development might be 
the introduction of a practical ele- 
ment, for example, one based on 
the production of film or video, 
either as a separate examination, oi 
as a component of the existing one.

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A mong the plethora of material used in 
develop early reading skill:., one of the 
most enduring is the illustrated 
alphabet. Despite the fact that tliis type 
of material is no longer in favour with many 
educationists, publishers continue to produce 
wall charts, books and care! matching sets. 
Many parents regard an A B C book as an 
essential first buy. especially if it contains 
brightly coloured illustrations. 

The purpose of these illustrations lias not 
altered. Clearly, the picture is designed to aid 
sound recognition, acting as a prop to the 
memory by reinforcing the sound with a 
familiar image. The child sees the picture and 
says "apple". He is told that "a" is the symbol 
for the first sound in "apple". 

A Nursery Alphabet Chart published in 
Child Education in 1939 highlights one major 
problem. Proper names need capital let- 
ters but in this chart, all matching words are 
given capital letters; there is no distinction 
made between common nouns and proper 
nouns. Aa Apple pie; Bb Bo-Peep; Cc Cat; 
Dd Dolly; Ee Elves; Ff Fairy; Gg Goldilocks; 
Hh Humpty Dumpiy; li Ink; Jj Jack mid Jill; 
Kit King Cole; LI Lamb; Mm Mouse; Nn 
North Wind; Oo Old Woman; Pp Polly; Qq 
Queen; Rr Rabbit; Ss Sally; Tt Tommy Tuck- 
er; Uu Umbrella; Vv Village; Ww Wolf; X.\ 
Xmas; Yy Yellow; Zz Zebra. 

Teachers will be quick to spot some errors 
in the alphabet. “Old" does not begin with 
the sound V and the difficult initial sound 
V is not the first sound in “Christmas". 

In 1942, Child Education produced a new 
picture alphabet. This was more consistent. 
Each capita] letter was attached to a proper 
name, and each tower case letter had ii 
matching common noun. Botli name and 
noun were illustrated and the initial sound in 
each was printed in red. However, there are 
also illustrated sentences, eg, Ann is eating an 
apple; Bob bats the ball to Bill. This makes 
huge visual demands on the child and the 
sheer quantity of information may account for 
the occasional inconsistency like Elsie is eat- 
ing an egg. 

I looked at some of the alphabets produced 
by the more popular publishers today. A 
glance at the bookstall shelves shows that not 
all commercially produced alphabets are suit- 
able for their purpose. Illustrators occasional- 
ly forget the aim of the exercise. It is not 
uncommon, for instance, to see “e for eagle"; 
“g for giraffe". 

It seems that over the years few, if any, of 
JK publishers have been aware of the most 
basic consideration of all. Simply, the child 
must recognize the object in the picture- nnd 
w able to give it the same name as that on 
i page. If the child sees “p for pony” but 
. a horse, the whole point of the exer- 
has been lost. 

With this in mind I turned to the material

From modern educational suppliers. To lest 
the sui lability nf the illustration, I chose 2(1 
children at random from a nursery class of 40. 
The children came from an area of predomi- 
nantly owner-occupied housing on the out- 
skirts of Edinburgh and were all four to five 
years old. 

The children were told that they were 
going to play a game. I would say, “This is a 
picture of something. What is it?" and they 
would tell me. All children agreed to play and 
appeared to find some satisfaction in it. 

Ten plaques chosen at random from a set 


however perfectly a class may appear to under- 
stand and apply simple language rales con- 
cerning punctuation and spelling so that exer- 
cises performed during a lesson may be 
almost all correct, the next time a class writes 
anything of length many will repeat earlier 
errors. Rules learned in isolation do not 
necessarily become second nature to apply 
even a short time later. One has to "need" 
them to understand their importance. 

The method is closely related to "topic" 
twork but the whole book is used instead of a 
single theme. Initially. I read the book and 
decide on its strength. Leon Garfield’s Smith, 
for example, offers enormous scope for lan- 
guage work as well as research into eighteenth 
century London, exploration of themes of 
blindness, of appearance and reality; Crime's 
War by Nina Bawden is strong on character- 
ization, the exploration of relationships and 
responsibility; Honore Morrow's The Splendid 
Journey positively invites illustrated work ab- 
out the Oregon Trail and the life of the 

5,1 Alter considering the particular strengths of 
a book I draw up an assignment sheet of 
about half a dozen creative and research- 
based questions. So the assignment sheet for 
The Splendid Journey includes among other 
things, making maps, monographs on Indian 
scouts and chiefs, groundplans and drawings 
of forts, and opportunities to write on camp- 
ing, corporal punishment, planned prepara- 
tions for long journeys, creative writing on 
nights in strange places, and rewriting a key 
chapter from a different viewpoint. The class 
will select about three assignments from each 
section to work on individually. 

In addition. I collect short stones, poems, 
articles, and any material that is loosely con- 
nected to the main themes of the book - John 
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of Arnold Alphabet jigsaw plaques were; 
k kettle; y yacht; t train; g girl; w window; v 
van; 1 leg; e egg; m man; x x-ray. 

All of the words were known by the chil- 
dren and included in (heir normal spoken 
vocabulary. They were, of course, shown only 
(he picture in each case. 

Results of playing the game revealed that 
these illustrations often failed to prompt (he 
correct word. The following shows the num- 
ber out of 20 who recognized and used the 
word intended by the artist, 
k kettle 17 correct y yacht 1 correct 
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Arden’s playlet, Death of a Cowboy, Robert 
Frost’s Out, Out , Charles Causley’s Cowboy 
Song, perhaps about a dozen or so appropri- 
ate items. 

This materia] is collected and filed in large 
boxes, or the drawers of a filing cabinet. It is 
from this and our class reader that lessons will 
arise naturally. We look at the pi ay texts to 
see how to write towards An exciting climax, 
and haw to set out scripted drama for our 
own scenes. Charles Causley will show us all 
the figures of speech we’ll need, and how to 
make rhythm work for out own ballads, and 
what a ballad is, anyway. Out, Out will be 
turned into a newspaper report both for our 
local weekly pnj>cr, and a large national daily. 
The text of the book itself shows how commas 
and speechmarks work, backed up by addi- 
tional language exercises. Pupils will need 
help with how to use a library card index 
system in order to research the factual assign- 
ments, and how to edit and how to summarize 
the material found in the source books.

There were several types of error. Occa- 
sionally there was recognition of an object but 
die naming was nut quite correct. A "man” 
was described ;is "a person”, “a dentist" or “a 
doctor" (the man was wearing n white coat.) 

There was non -recognition of the object as 
drawn. Many of the errors arose from this 
problem; “yacht” whs one of the worst offen- 
ders. Typical answers were, “n boat" and "a 
life-boat". "X-ray" was another. I was offered 
“a man", "it's hones” and "a skeleton". 

The most common cause of error seemed to 
be dint the illustration contained too many 
items, all of which the child could name. 
There was no clear indication of the dominant 
word required. Some children responded by 
listing, eg, "a house and curtains and a win- 
dow and a roof; “a shoe and leg and grass”. 

Others displayed mild panic and refused to 
commit themselves. Here there was a clear 
expectation on the pari of the child that there 
must be one right answer and an obvious fear 
of rail urc despite the "game" context. 

There were various other methods of over- 
coming the problem. Some cleverly passed the 
buck to me. “I can’t remember what it is. Can 
you give me a clue?" Others gave me a 
choice: “a car or van”. 

A brief check on the remainder of the 
alphabet in this set revealed three more illus- 
trations the children failed to recognize: 
s sweet was described as "Smarties” and 
"food” 

q queen was “a king" and "a princess" 
b baby was invariably called "a dolly" 

This last was particularly unfortunate, bear- 
ing in mind the common confusion between b 
and d. 

A Ladybird ABC book fared better on 
the illustrations tested. It was, perhaps, foriui- 
tious that "Sinartics" begins with the same 
sound as “sweets" (Children like to be speci- 
fic). The van was described as a mini-bus and 
u lorry. 

But the picture that presented the widest 
variations was n nail. This was one case 
where there was not sufficient information in 
the picture. It was simply a nail with no clue 
as to context or scale. Intelligent guesses 
produced "pen” and “pencil" , but several 
said “! don’t know”. 

It seems that here is an area where pub 
lishers would do well to conduct some market 
research among the child consumers. Without 
such care on the part of the educational 
suppliers, Ram pies like “y for boat" and "b for 
dolly” will continue to make (he business of 
learning (he sound alphabet a more difficult 
task lhan we ever suspected.

After a half term's work on Smith our 
classroom was awash with stories about being 
“on the run", snow poems, highwayman 
songs, monographs on Wren and Dick Tur- 
pin. imaginary accounts of life in Newgate, 
the history of Toby Jugs, research into street 
cries, a group-written newspaper set in 
period, and designs for special household aids 
for the blind. Drama lessons included trust 
games, and a dramatization of a courtroom 
scene. Underpinning all this was plenty of 
language work of all kinds, drawn from Gar- 
field's extraordinarily vivid style. I encourage 
the illustration of written work where 
appropriate, in the knowledge that many 
pupils enjoy this, and that the less able would 
write no more even if [ discouraged the 
drawing. Able pupils write and draw prolifi- 
cally. 

1 can see nothing remotely childish in de- 
coration or illustration, and have -found plea- 
sure gained from these activities to be alive 
and well, into the fifth year, if pupils are 
'given half a chance. 

Fears that children will be bored if rhe class 
reader is used as a source book for lessons 
have been ill-founded. Interest seems to 
gather momentum, and the children bombard 
me with articles, information, and ideas. I 
seem to average about two class readers a 
term, one which will he used as I have 
described, the other in n conventional way. 
Putting the material together, to go with the 
book takes time. After two years 1 am still 
only just beginning, but the response I’ve had 
from the children is sufficient to keep me 
going.
